N. W. D. A. Creek to Oppose Reim- 
position of “1898 Stamp Taxes.” 


F. E. Holliday, seeretary of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
in a bulletin notice to members just is- 
sued, says that prompt action is neces- 
Sary to prevent the re-imposition of ob- 
jectionable stamp taxes on medicines, 
toilet articles, ete., and urges members 
to take this matter up immediately with 
their Senators and Representatives, pro- 
testing vigorously against the imposition 
of any unnecessary burdens.

In this period of world stress, and particularly 
in view of the varied demands upon the resources 
of the United States, there is a single purpose which 
should control every interest in this country—whole- 
hearted co-operation with the government of this 
nation. 

It is not a time for small bickerings, for selfish 
aggrandizement, for the accumulation of unwar- 
ranted profits. Every business and every business 
man can “‘do their bat” as a patriotic duty he owes 
himself and the nation. It is a time to forget per- 
sonal interests, to be satisfied with small profits, and, 
by personal co-operation, to help the government 
get what it requires as it requires it and of the best 
quality. This is no time for hesitancy, nor for 
quibbling as to price or production problems. 

The need is present, the opportunity for personal 
participation is here. And, to the credit of the drug, 
pharmaceutical, chemical, fertilizer and allied 
trades, the producers of this country are at one with 
the administration in a nationwide endeavor to meet 
all the demands forced upon them by the present 
exigency. 

There has been no uncertainty as to the initial 
steps for the provision of the enormous amounts of 
supplies of all descriptions, foodstuffs, chemicals, 
surgical and medical supplies and pharmaceuticals. 
Through the Council of National Defence, and by 
conference with representatives of all the large pro- 
ducers of the nation, the government has made 
known its needs and has arranged in detail for 
their fulfilment. 

A medical board of experts is considering the 
medicinal supply question; an explosives board is 
probing deep into present conditions, available sup- 
ply and future production; and a board made up 
of representatives of the largest pharmaceutical, 
biological, medicinal, chemical, essential oil and 
disinfectant manufacturers of the country has been 
appointed to ensure not alone the production of ma- 
terials urgently needed, but the provision of a per- 
manent supply of the highest quality at a reasonable 
cost. Fully 250 producers and handlers of such 
drugs, pharmaceuticals, etc., were represented in the 
conferences held at Washington, and the men named 
as members of this co-operating board are among 
the best-known in their respective lines in this coun- 


try. 
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In addition to this the heavy chemical and acid 
manufacturers, the makers of fertilizers, and others 
have undertaken a census of their respective trades 
with a view to a complete understanding of produc- 
tion and consumption demands and the possibilities 
of immediate increases in output to meet immediate 
requirements. 

There has been no hesitation, no false motions, no 
petty delays—the movement is a national one and 
self-interest has been relegated to the background in 
the interest of the greatest good of the greatest num- 
ber. 

With such an impetus, and with such unification 
of purpose there can be but one result—the govern- 
ment’s demands will be met cheerfully, completely, 
and what is more to the point, with as much celerity 
as is compatible with sustained production and high 
quality materials. 

Again the Reporter congratulates the industries it 
has the honor to represent. Theirs the credit for 
a marvelous example of national co-operation. 
TWO LESSONS IN MARKETING TO BE 

DERIVED FROM A STUDY OF THE 
PAINT SITUATION. 








Given an increasing cost for two essential bases 
without which the manufacture of a high grade 
product would be impossible unless unsatisfactory 
substitutes were to be employed, and what must be 
the natural outcome? A corresponding increase in 
the cost of the finished product. 

Given a product which cannot be adulterated 
or made up of inferior materials without loss of 
prestige, built up after years of preparation, adver- 
tising and losses by the manufacturers, and which 
is the wiser method of procedure? To adulterate 
and thereby destroy the work of years and imperil 
the business of others in the same line who reason 
differently and cannot see the expediency of sub- 
stitution, or to hold fast to perfected formulas and 
be content with smaller profits? 

Such is the situation confronting the paint indus- 
try today, and the reason is not far to seek. The 
supply of raw materials is not large enough to off- 
set the increased costs due to unparalleled demands 
resulting from conditions having their inception in 
world warfare and changes in long-established pro- 
duction methods. 

There have been remarkable changes in the lin- 
seed oil market during the past two weeks; the lead 
pigments market has been similarly affected, al- 
though not to the same extent, and these two prod- 
ucts are essential to the manufacture of high-grade 
paints. j 

Take the linseed oil carlot gallon prices within 
the past 14 days as shown herewith:

Here is a range of 14 cents a gallon in as many 
days, and one well known manufacturer of mixed 
paints is firm in his belief that $1.50 oil is not only 
a possibility but a probability. The whole trade, 
contrary to the recognized habit of years, with nine 
out of ten mixed paint producers looking for a de- 
cline, is convinced that the movement will continue 
upward. And for this reason the market today 
is really stronger than the prices—not alone for lin- 
seed oil, but also for pigments—seem to indicate. 
These prices are for prompt or spot delivery, and 
the 30, 60 or 90-day contract is as if it had never 
existed. There is almost complete unanimity in 
the belief that the trade has not begun to see the 
price apex in linseed oil. 

The lead pigment situation offers no greater 
encouragement to the manufacturer of painis. Dur- 
ing the week just closed white lead was advanced 
a quarter of a cent; the lead oxides—red lead, 
litharge and orange mineral—a half cent; and lead 
in oil, a half cent. True, there has been no an- 
nounced market change in pig lead, but the quota- 
tions for the metal are largely nominal: round lots 
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cannot be purchased, and the situation is decidedly 
stronger than the market indicates on the surface. 

There is ample reason for this condition. Gov- 
ernment requirements cannot but be unusually heavy, 
and when this is taken in connection with the 
already felt scarcity of stocks and the knowledge 
that the government demands for metallic lead must 
be given preference the trade is confronted with the 
probability of an actual scarcity of white lead, since 
corroders cannot produce even normal amounts if 
they lack a normal supply. The demand is greater 
than the supply, and when this condition is reached 
it is a trade axiom that prices must increase—as 
they have done. 

This is the situation facing the manufacturers of 
mixed paints—what shall be their decision? 

Can they afford, no matter what the cost of their 
basic materials—and in this respect their problem 
differs only in degree from the problem which must 
be met and solved by every manufacturer in this 
country unless basic conditions shall be changed— 
can they afford to lose that prestige and that rec- 
ognition as producers of standard goods so earn- 
estly struggled for and hardly gained? Will 
they permit the sale by either wofully uninformed 
or economically wastrel manufacturers of substitute 
or adulterated products, to the inevitable damage 
of the reputable manufacturer and to the trade as 
a whole? 

A standard product can always be sold at a fair 
price if it is known that the price is based upon 
actual basic costs—a substitute is always a sub- 
stitute and always unsatisfactory and uneconomic, 
no matter what the cost. 

It is not a time for dalliance with the Lorelei of 
siren profits or for peregrinations into untried fields 
and the shady nooks of questionable trade methods. 
It is not a time to gamble in paint delivery futures 
based on prices for raw materials that have since 
increased from 25 to 80 per cent. It must be re- 
membered that while containers are 85 per cent. 
higher and packing cases 50 per cent. higher than 
last year, with other supplies at a proportional in- 
crease, the paint trade is not the sole industry af- 
fected, and that every manufacturer is facing the 
same conditions. 

The reputable manufacturer cannot afford to 
cheapen his product—the unscrupulous marketer 
must not be allowed to do so unless the public shall 
be told in detail just what is being sold in thé name 
of and because of the reputation of a standard 
product.

LITTLE PROSPECT OF A WEAKER 
PETROLEUM MARKET UNLESS 
PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION 
CONDITIONS CHANGE. 





That the war would not exert a depressing effect 
upon the crude petroleum market was confidently 
expected by those most closely in touch with ac- 
tual conditions, but that the initial steps in what will 
doubtless prove a general increase in prices paid for 
crude would come so soon after the action by the 
government in cutting off relations with the Cen- 
tral Powers was not so generally believed. 

The advance announced on Monday of five 
cents a barrel on Central West crudes—North and 
South Lima, Indiana, Illinois and Princeton, and 
Webster, was closely followed on Tuesday by still 
another increase in the price of the Pennsylvania 
grades, making the quotation $3.10, the highest 
price since February, 1877, but not the highest 
on record as was erroneously reported in the daily 
press. Pennsylvania oil sold at $20 a barrel in 
1860, $14 in 1864, $10 in 1865 and ranged be- 
tween $5 in 1866 and $3.05 in 1873, with an av- 
erage of more than $4.83 a barrel during that pe- 
riod. 

This latest increase is due to several causes. Pro- 
duction and consumption are more nearly on an ac- 
tual parity than they have been for some time, with 
increasing demand and a gradual falling off—part- 
lv seasonable, it is true—in field production, with 
the only apparent checks the lack of known oil ter- 
ritory and the increasing scarcity of well supplies. 
The latter is no small item, for in one field alone 
more than 100 more wells would have been brought 
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in since the first of the year had piping and tools 
been available. ‘ 

An examination of actual field conditions indi- 
cates that the price increase in the Ohio districts 1s 
a natural outcome of decreased production there, 
for Lima, Indiana and Illinois have been and are 
slowly declining. New pools and increased out- 
put from redrilling in old districts have kept Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia about at a standstill 
as far as the balance between losses and new pro- 
duction is concerned. Kentucky is gaining in 
production rapidly, the oil is of high grade, and, 
better than this, there yet remain thousands of acres 
of undeveloped oil territory in the “Dark and 
Bloody Ground.” The Gulf Coast reports are fa- 
vorable, with good gains registered; Louisiana, on 
the other hand, is not holding up, although much is 
expected through the discovery of other profitable 
pools. The Mid-Continent is gaining slowly—or at 
the best, holding its own—but there is the added 
factor in Kansas-Oklahoma of an undeveloped area 
of well-defined oil territory. Given pipe and well 
supplies and who shall say what the output may be? 

The situation in California is one showing almost 
feverish activity on the part of the producers, with 
a marked lack of supplies and pipe, and with a 
steady drain of the amount of oil in storage to meet 
demands which cannot be met there by actual pro- 
duction. The balance between production and ship- 
ment totals in California has been dwindiing and 
shifting to the loss side since 1914. In that year 
the daily average production was 281,841 barrels, 
as compared with 245,824 barrels in 1915, and 
251,989 barrels in 1916. The shipments during 
the same years were 258,825 barrels in 1914, 
252,076 in 1915 and 285,789 in 1916. The 
shortage in 1916 ranged from 851 barrels in Jan- 
uary to 55,796 barrels in December, while the 
stocks sank from 55,977,180 barrels in January, 
1916, to 43,640,394 barrels in December of the 
same year. ‘The result in detail is that while there 
was an increase in the amount of oil going into 
storage in 1914 of 8,400,918 barrels, a loss was 
shown in 1915 of 2,281,939 barrels and last year 
of 12,336,886 barrels. Almost 2,500,000 bar- 
rels have been withdrawn from storage since Jan- 
uary, reducing the present stocks to about 41,1 73,- 
861 barrels. 

Wyoming is sure to prove a factor in production 
in the near future, but whether or not the production 
in that State will be of sufficient amount to affect 
prices generally this year is a problem which must 
be left to the future for solution. The investment of 
millions of dollars in new capital, the erection of 
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holding the position of junior warden at 


refineries and the construction of pipelines all point 
to Wyoming as an immense production center— 
some day if not this season. 

Oil men unite in the belief that there will be no 
diminution in demand and that, barring the de- 
velopment of some new field of large production or 
a radical cutting down in export demand because 
of some change in the war or oceanic transporta- 
tion situation, there will be no lasting disturbance 
in the market. Maintenance of prices for prod- 
ucts and further increases in prices paid in the fields 
are the logical development of the present’ situa- 


tion. 


WHAT THE STATE NARCOTIC BILL 
- MEANS—IT PROBABLY WILL BE 
PASSED THIS WEEK. 








The proposed narcotic law of the State of New 
York, which is the result of co-operative effort on 
the part of the State Narcotic Committee, the med- 
ical and pharmaceutical societies and the State 
Magistrates’ Association, will, in all probability, be 
passed during the coming week. It is a unique 
measure in the fact that it considers addicts not as 
criminals but as human beings afflicted with a dis- 
ease, certain cure for which has not yet been dis- 
covered, and throws the weight of its control of 
the traffic in habit-forming narcotics against the in- 
discriminate and illegal distribution of opium de- 
rivative and slave-creating drugs. 

The consideration of this measure has also been 
unique in that all the participants in the many dis- 
cussions and public hearings have been imbued with 
the single purpose of agreeing upon some form of 
legal control which, while it shall not bear too 
heavily in its necessary machinery upon the ‘egiti- 
mate manufacturers and distributers of r«¢cotics, 
shall at the same time make it a costly and danger- 
ous proceeding to vend such narcotics illegally. Per- 
sonal preferences as to details on the part of the 
conferees have been dropped that an agreement 
might be reached—and the result is the measure just 
revised by the Whitney committee. 

There is a wide divergence between the first 
draft and the bill to be acted upon this week. Sug- 
gestions by manufacturing, retailing and wholesale 
druggists, by physicians, and now by the judicial 
and police powers of the State and of the city of 
New York, have been incorporated in the measure 
without changing its intent or weakening its pro- 
visions, and while there are certain provisions that 
cannot but prove burdensome—notably the tripli- 
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cate order blank feature—this latter has been so 
modified that, while copies of this blank must be 
filed with the State Board of Health, an exception 
is made of cities of the first class, and in these cases 
the local boards of health are designated as the 
recipients for: filing purposes. 

The provisions of the bill in regard to points con- 
cerning which questions have been raised may be 
briefly stated as follows: 

The sale and shipment of narcotics to points out- 
side the State are provided for by the provision that 
the order blank system shall not apply to the sale 
or purchase of narcotics in interstate commerce. 
The filing of a copy of the order blank by seller 
or purchaser is the only formality required. The 
procedure is the same as the purchase of such drugs 
within the state—the purchaser is required to file 
a copy of the order. 

The change in the system requiring filing with 
local boards of health in cities of the first class— 
and not with the state board, as provided for in 
regard to sales in other cities—was made at the 
instance of the State Magistrates’ Association, that 
administrative officials might have at all times full 
knowledge of the sale of such narcotics in their 
districts. The change is distinctly to the advantage 
of New York courts and police officials. 

The measure also provides for a more sensible 
and humane plan of commitment and treatment of 
addicts, based on the conclusion that the drug vic- 
tim is suffering from a disease. Under the new 
law, physicians and druggists can legally supply 
such addicts with reasonable amounts of such 
drugs. Chairman Whitney sums up the opinion 
of his committee succinctly when he says: “The 
addict is as much in need of a reasonable quantity 
of drugs as the normal man is in need of food and 
water.” 

The new bill is not the end. The committee, 
which has been continued by the present Legisla- 
ture, will bend its every effort in the attempt to dis- 
cover a sane and rational method of handling ad- 
dicts, and of curing their affliction, and has ex- 
tended an invitation to eminent physicians to co- 
operate in the discovery of such treatment, with a 
view to still further regulation of distribution and 
the eventual establishment of a state sanitarium 
where rational treatment shall be given. 

It is this difference in the point of view—this at- 
tempt to seek a cure for a devastating disease, while 
at the same time curbing the illicit distribution of 
drugs and the creation of new addicts—which is 
the most hopeful indication of the final solution of 
this perplexing problem. *

Henry Joseph Woodward, president_of 
Allaire, Woodward & Co., of Peoria, Iil., 
died in Denver, Colo., on Sunday, April 
15, where he had been since December 1 
for the benefit of his health. He was 
for many years a member of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
and the news of his death came as a 
shock to hosts of friends in all sections 
of the country, 

H. J. Woodward had spent the greater 
part of his life in Peoria. He was born 
on a farm near Jubilee, Ill., on Septem- 
ber 3, 1864. His father was for many 
years president and general manager of 
the Peoria street car lines. Young Wood- 
ward was a graduate of the Peoria High 
School in the class of 1884, and_completed 
his education at Princeton University, 
graduating with the class of 1887. 

Returning to Peoria he worked in a re- 
tail drug store for a time, and then en- 
tered the employ of Allaire, Woodward 
& Co., starting as a millhand and work- 
ing up through the departments until he 
at last became president of the chemical 
organization with which he has been so 
long identified, 

Close application to business, for he 
was also a director and later vice-presi- 
dent of the Central National Bank of 
Peoria, began to tell upon his health and 
a year ago last fall his friends noted that 
his physical condition was growing 
aiarming. He held to his duties, how- 
ever, until December, and then, with his 
wife. went to Denver in the hope that 
his disease might be ameliorated. Every- 
thing that could be done for his health 
and comfort was done, but his health 
continued to fail, and the end came at 
11.30 p. m. Sunday night, April 15. He 
was in his fifty-third year. With him 
when he passed away were his _ wife, his 
brother, Roland, and his sister Margaret.

The Factor of Replacement 
Cost in Government Bids. 


the Editor of the Oil, Paint and Drug 
Reporter:— 

T have taken occasion to read carefully 
your editorial published March 26, en- 
titled “Government Specifications and 
Purchases of Paints in Practice.” 

I have no reason to belleve that when 
the government calls for bids on certain 
specified paint, designating exactly the 
formula to be used, that bidders depart 
from this formula. It would be an ex- 
tremely unsafe thing for anyone to do, 
leaving the morals of the matter out of 
the question, 

To miy mind the question involved is 
that of the wisdom or unwisdom of any 
concern selling paint to the government 
at a price below its replacement cost. I 
think the explanation of these wide vari- 
ations in bids is due to the fact that 
some concerns own stocks of material at 
prices much below the market, and in 
order to get government orders are un- 
wisely ignoring their replacement costs. 
and then in addition to this some of 
them will almost ignore their cost of 
manufacture and overhead just for the 
purpose of getting something to keep 
their mills going. 

All of this seems to me to be unwise, 
but it doesn’t seem to involve necessarily 
the Question of quality. I think .your 
article is véry timely, as it brings sharp- 
ly before the trade the unwisdom of this 
method of conducting one’s business.

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The annual meeting of the United 
Dyewood Corporation will be held at 
Wilmington, Del., on Thursday, May 
3, at noon, for the election of directors 
and for the transaction of such other 
business as may be brought before it. 


The annual meeting of the Chese- 
brough Manufacturing Company will 
be held at the office of the company, 
17 State street, this city, on Thursday, 
May 3, at 11 a. m., for the election of 
trustees for the ensuing year, and for 
the transaction of any other business 
that may come before the meeting. 


It is expected .that the exportation 
of oil, through the port of Tampico, 
will be greatly increased when the 
work of dredging the channel at the 
mouth of the Panuco River, thus en- 
ablying the entry of the larger oil 
carrying vessels to the harbor and 
loading racks, is finished. The deep- 
ening of the channel is being done at 
an estimated cost of about $2,000,000 
gold, of which sum the oil companies 
operating in the different districts 
around Tampico will pay $1,500,000 and 
the de facto government $500,000. 


The Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, following careful study and 
consideration of living conditions sur- 
rounding its employes, and recogniz- 
ing the continued increase in the cost 
of living, has awarded—effective Mon- 
day, April 16—increases of pay rang- 
ing from 10 to 15 per cent. to wage 
earners in its refineries. It is said that 
12,000 men are affected, 4,500 of whom 
are employed at Bayonne, and that the 
total increase will aggregate $1,500,000. 
This makes a total wage increase by 
this company of 55.25 per cent. since 
August 1, 1915. 


Secretary Kaye, of the Insecticide and 
Disinfectant Manufacturers’ Association, 
has reported progress in regard to the 
bills opposed by the association in vari- 
ous State Legislatures. The Delaware 
bill has been amended satisfactorily; the 
Connecticut bill has been revised, and 
will provide that all disinfectants which 
are subject to a bacteriological test for 
phenol co-efficient shall bear the co- 
efficient number, which may be deter- 
mined either by the Hygienic Labora- 
tory or Rideal-Walker test. Nothing 
further will be done by the South Caro- 
lina Legislature, as it is no longer in 
session. 


The plant of the Sherwin-Williams 
Company was attacked by fire April 
16 for the third time within six weeks. 
An explosion in the dye works and 
acid plant, 116th street and Stephan- 
son avenue, preceded the blaze, driv- 
ing 520 employes to the street. Seven 
thousand other employes, of whom 
1,000 are women working in other parts 
of the plant, which covers 25 acres, 
remained at work. Like the other two 
fires, this one was followed by the 
rumor that German sympathizers 
caused the blaze. A large acid tank 
in the dye department exploded, set- 
ting fire to the plant.

All Industries Doing “Their 
Bit” for the United States 


Only War Measures Will Be Considered by Con- 
gress, and Other Matters Must Await Solu- 
tion of Present Problems—How Drug, Phar- 
maceutical and Supply Industries Will Co-op- 
erate With Government. 








SOME 250 MANUFACTURERS OF MEDICAL 
SUPPLIES ARE CALLED IN CONFERENCE 


Without exception the industries represented by the Reporter are in close 
co-operation with the government in the preparation of materials demanded 
by war exigencies. There has been no hesitancy, and no intention to take 
advantage of the situation. 

It is announced from Washington that only measures have to do with the 
carrying on of the war will be considered; that even such important matters 
as general leasing of oil, gas and potash lands will be held in committee until 
ihe most complete preparations shall have been made for the provision of 
supplies, chemicals, explosives, medical and surgical supplies and instru- 
ments, ete. 

There is little or no prospect of the passage of any measure of general 
interest this session. : 

The House Committee on Ways and Means held its first meeting Friday 
to consider methods of taxation during the war. Democratic and Republican 
members were present, as the: work will be on a strictly non-partisan basis, 

The income tax feature was taken up, but no progress was made. The 
entire taxation plan is without any definite form, so far as the committee is 
concerned, 

There will be no public hearings on the methods of taxation. Interests 
that desire to make representation to the committee should do so by writing 
at once, and should make their statements as brief as possible. The field of 
taxation is so broad, and the necessity for prompt action so urgent, that 
extensive arguments on taxation are not likely to be read. The committee 
hopes to have the bill ready to report to the House within two weeks, but 
probably it will take a longer time to frame it. 

About the only guiding light for the framing of this bill is a statement 
by Secretary McAdoo, of the Treasury Department, who has made sugges- 
tiong for about $1,800,000,000 of new taxes to defray one-half the cost of the 
war for the first year. 

A tax on refined petroleum is proposed to raise $75,000,000; distilled spirits, 
$73,000,000; miscellaneous stamp taxes, $51,000,000; glucose, $6,000,000; rectified 
liquor, $12,000,000, 

A graduated excess profits tax on corporations and partnerships is sug- 
gested to yield over $400,000,000. 

Taxation on chemicals and drugs has not been discussed, and plans for 
them have not been indicated by the Secretary, but when that subject is taken 
up the committee will consider any suggestion that is brought forth. 

Alcohol and gasoline are possible sources of revenue, but there is opposi- 
tion to such taxes. The use of gasoline by farmers is urged against such 


taxation.

xylol, the manufacturers of all pharma- 
ceutical products, chemicals, sargical and 
dental supplies were invited to a confer- 
ence in Washington a week ago under 
the auspices of the Council of National 
Defense. 

Representatives of about 250 concerns 
responded. ‘lhe problem that they tackled 
was to supply for government needs the 
enormous quantities of drugs and chem- 
icals required, preventing interference 
with the natural channels of trade, guard- 
ing against exorbitant charges, and to 
so distribute this government order that 
no one or two concerns will be forced to 
devote the entire attention of their works 
to this demand to the exclusion of all 
other calls. One of the big side issues 
is arranging for an adequate supply of 
containers, boitles and the like. The con- 
ference faced also the necessity of work- 
ing outne question of distribution of the 
order so that the largest possible number 
of manufacturing plants should have a 
share in the work, as they might be best 
titted. 

Every One Must “Do His Bit.’’ 


Dr. Frank P. Simpson, chief of the 
Medical Division of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, addressed the conference, 
impressing upon them that the United 
States Government expects everyone, 
every manufacturer in whatever line of 
work he is engaged to do his patriotic 
duty at this time of national necessity. 

Mr. Simpson said that it was expected 
that every loyal producer of products 
for the treatment and care of suffering 
men engaged in the defense of the coun- 
try will supply to the extent of his ability 
Whatever product he is equipped to pre- 
pare, at such cost to the government as 
will yield oniy a minimum profit to the 
maker. His remarks were received with 
applause and many favorable comments. 
Dr. Simpson is closely related to the work 
of the conference as he is mobilizing the 
physicians and surgeans of the country 
to meet the needs of the medical corps 
of the Navy and War Departments, 

The meeting was also addressed by F. 
A. Scott, chairman of the general muni- 
tions board, who pointed out the general 
character of the work to be done. Repre- 
sentatives of both army and navy medi- 
cal supply departments indicated some of 
the methods by which the manufacturers 
could be of great assistance to the gov- 
ernment.

As soon as this work is accomplished 
specifications will be sent out in the usual 
manner by the departments and pro- 
posals will be asked for. 

The Pharmaceutical Committee is in no 
sense a purchasing agency. It is giving 
the government gratis, the benefit of ex- 
pert advice and information as to how 
best to meet conditions in the trade for 
prompt, efficient and economic filling of 
the order. 

It is expected that every manufacturer 
having facilities for producing the vari- 
ous products will exert every effort to 
meet the wants of the government and 
thus aid in the patriotic work.

Mission of Scientists to Allies 
Should Result Advan- 


tageously. 


Washington, April 20, 1917. 

The Council of National Defense and 
the National Research Council, which are 
co-operating for efficient defense by tie 
government, are expecting great things 
from the mission of a group of scientists 
who have been sent to England and 
France to find out what the British and 
French have learned in a scientific way 
by war experiences so that this country 
can continue the work from. thereon, 
without neediess delay of learning the les- 
sons from experience. 

This commission of scientists appointed 
by President Wilson on the recommenda- 
tion of the National Research Council 
sailed from New York on Saturday. They 
are accredited to the French and British 
embassies. The stay of the commission 
abrvad will be indefinite and determined 
largely by the amount and nature of in- 
formation available, the opportunities for 
research and the developments of the 
war and the needs in this country. 

The National Research Council which 
fathers this mission is an engineering 
foundation administered under the aus- 
pices of the United Engineering Societles, 
the American Society of Civil Engineers, 
the American Institute of Mining Engi- 
neers, the American Society of Mechan- 
ical Engineers and the American Insti- 
tute of Electrical Engineers. 

Every university professor, every re- 
search expert in the country is tied up 
in this organization, so that the best man 
possible can be placed in any laboratory 
in the country when needed for a specific 
line of work. The potentialities of this 
organization are tremendous. This or- 
ganization is ready to set to work just as 
soon as the War Department and the 
Navy Department give them the work 
to do. 

The commission now on its way to 
Burope is to study particularly discov- 
eries regarding explosives, munitions, sur- 
gery, aeronautics, sanitation, map photog- 
raphy and matters of scientific interest. 

Dr. Joseph F. Ames, professor of 
physics at Johns Hopkins University, 
Baltimore, heads the commission. The 
Other members are:— 

Dr. Richard P. Strong, professor of trop- 
ical medicine at Harvard University. 

Dr. Harry Fielding Reid, professor of 
geological physics at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. 

Dr. Linsley R. Williams, assistant health 
commissioner of New York State. 

Dr. George A. Hulett, professor of 
Physical chemistry at Princeton Univer- 
sity. 

Dr, George K. Burgess, physicist at the 
Bureau of Standards, Washington. 

Scientific and industrial preparedness 
are recognized today as every bit as 
worthy service as military preparedness. 
Recent developments in warfare have 
revolutionized these fields. For example, 
conditions of trench warfare have de- 
manded unusual sanitation measures and 
caused a demand for disinfectants and 
germicides never before required. Mod- 
ern explosives and the use of poisonous 
gases have necessitated new methods in 
medicine and surgery. Aeroplanes with 
their peculiar offensive equipment have 
brought into use different types of metals 
and alloys from those already in use. 

Dr. Ames, who heads the commission, 
is recognized as an authority on aero- 
planes, and during the last year has been 
actively engaged in the work of the Na- 
tional Advisory Commission on Aeronau- 
tics. Through his activities as treasurer 
of the American Physical Society, mem- 
ber of the National Academy of Sci- 
ences, editor of several journals and his 
work as physicist at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity and several visits to France and 
England he has already established close 
relations with leading scientists in those 
countries. 

Drs. Reid and Strong will assist Dr. 
Ames in his aeroplane investigations, 
specializing on the photographic side. Dr. 
Reid is the leading siesmologist in tke 
United States. .He is an expert on all 
questions dealing with scientific photog- 
raphy, map making and the general study 
of modern geography. He has made a 
particular study of the art of photography 
from aeroplanes. , 

Dr, Strong is going on this mission 
especially to investigate questions of bac- 
teriology, epidemics and sanitation. He 
was formerly resident physician of the 
Johns Hopkins Hospital. He gained an 
international reputation in 1915 when, with 
a corps of American physicians, he un- 
dertook the task of freeing Serbia from 
typhus fever. In less than six months 
he had accomplished this seemingly im- 
possible task. 

For five years he lived in the Philip- 
pines. where he made invaluable discov- 
erjies in the field of tropical medicine and 








as director general of sanitation did much 
to make Manila a fit place of habitation 
for Americans. 

He has just returned from a tour of 
South America, especially Argentina and 
Brazil, where he tried to educate the au- 
thorities to improved measures of sanita- 
tion. 

On this mission of scientists the Rocke- 
feller institute will be represented by Dr. 
Williams, who wiil specialize on camp in- 
vestigations—everything concerning bar- 
racks, sanitation, water supply, vermin 
and the thousands of ills that result from 
large numbers living in close quarters. 

Investigations in chemistry and me%al- 
lurgy will be made by Dr. Hulett and Dr. 
Burgess. Dr. Hulett will stud all about 
explosives, and what is considered of 
even more importance the synethetic pro- 
duction of chemicals from which the 
United States was in a large measure cut 
off by the war and which are of vital 
concern for carrying on the industries of 
this country. 

Dr. Burgess is -one of the leading 
metallurgists of the United States. He 
will devote his time to questions dealing 
with munitions, especially the modern 
treatment of alloys and suitab'e metals 
for guns and rigid dirigibles, 

As fast as the results of these investi- 
gations are transmitted to the National 
Research Council, with headquarters in 
Washington in charge of Dr Cary T. 
Hiutchinson, the entire army of scientific 
experts in the United States will be 
turned to work on improvements beyond 
those already effected in England and 
France. 


Chemical Makers Working 
With Government to Sup- 
ply Acid. 

Baltimore, April 20, 1917. 

Cc. Wilbur Mil'er, president of the Davi- 
son Chemical Company, of Baltimore, has 
been chosen by the Executive Committee 
of the Manufacturing Chemists’ Assoola- 
tion, composed of the leading producers 
of chemicals in the United States, to rep- 
resent that body in the working out of 
the plan proposed. by the Federal author- 
ities to conserve and increase the output 
of sulphuric acid needed for the making 
of explosives and fertilizer mixtures, Mr. 
Miller has arranged to spend a portion of 
his time in Washington, and will keep in 
close touch with Secretary of War Baker 
and the members of the Council for Na- 
tional Defense. 

The selection of Mr. Miller was made 
at a meeting of the Manufacturing Chem- 
ists’ Association held yesterday in the 
Hotel Shoreham at Washington, and 
which was attended, among others, by 
W. D. Huntington, vice-president of the 
Davison Chemical Company. The present 
arrangement is only temporary and per- 
manent plans for aiding the government 
may be decided upon later An office is t» 
be established at Washington so that; the 
members of the association can be thor- 
oughly informed as te the demands of 
the government. 

In the course of the meeting yesterday 
the Executive Committee of the Manu- 
facturing Chemists’ Association con- 
ferred with Secretary of War Baker, other 
government officials and members of the 
Council of National Defense. The Fei- 
eral authorities, it was made plain, real- 
ize the great importance of producing raw 
materials for the Manufacture of the 
acids necessary in the making of ex- 
plosives and fertilizers. The visiting 
chemists were asked to determine what 
increase could be made in the output of 
acids, as the government will require 
large quantities for the manufacture of 
explosives during the Ywar. At the same 
time it is the aim to have enough acid 
turned out to meet also the fullest re- 
quirements of the farmers,.in order that 
there shail be no impairment of crop 
prospects In consequence of a deficiency 
in fertilizers. ' 

Besides the Davison: Chemical Company 
there were represented at the meeting 
the du Pont Powder Company, the Gen- 
eral Chemical Company, the Grasselli 
Chemical Company, the Solvay Process 
Company, the Powers-Weightman-Rosen- 
garten Company and the Merrimac Chem- 
ical Company. 


Fertilizer Makers to Make 
Survey of Field of 
Production. 


Baltimore, April 20, 1917. 

A meeting of the Advisory: Committee 
of the National Fertilizer Association 
was ca'led by President Horace Bowker 
at the Hotel Traymore, Atlantic City, on 
April 11. The following members were 
present:-- 

Horace Bowker. American Agricultural 
Chemical Company, New York; C. F. Bur- 
roughs, F. S. Royster Guano Company, 
Norfolk; Porter Fleming, Southern States 
Phosphate Company, Augusta, Ga.;: W. D. 
Huntington, Davison Chemical Company, 
Baltimore; C. H. MacDowell, Armour Fer- 
tilizer Works, Chicago; Wm. H. Pres- 
cott, American’ Agricultural Chemical 
Company, New York; F. Rayfield, Swift & 
Co., Chicago; Chas. G. Wilson, Virginia- 
Carolina Chemical Company, Richmond. 

Mr. Alfred G. White, of the Bureau of 
Mines, United States Department of the 
Interior, met with the committee. Realiz- 
ing the very great importance of sul- 
phuric acid in the manufacture of fer- 
tilizer and explosives, the government has 
asked the association to make a survey 
immediately to determine the stocks of 


raw materials on hand and the sources’ 


of supply that they have been depending 
upon. A series of questions was prepared 
and sent out to all manufacturers, upon 
return of which the data will, be corre- 
lated and sent to the Department at 
Washington. 

The announcement was made that there 
was not in excess of two months’ supply 
of Spanish pyrites in this country, and 
that unless ships are provided for bring- 
ing it from Spain, the majority of the 


sulphuric acid plants east of the Missis-; 





sippi River will be obliged at an early 
date either to shut down or rearrange 
their plants to enable them to burn brim- 
stone. There are large deposits of brim- 
stone in Louisiana and Texas which are 
being operated by the Union Sulphur 
Company and the Freeport Sulphur Com- 
pany of New York. The tremendous in- 
creased demand, if pyrites is to be shut 
off entirely from Spain, will tax the capa- 
clty of these two companies to the limit, 
and with the shortage in coastwise ship- 
ping, it will be difficult for many manu- 
facturers to get their supplies. 

Prices on acid phosphate have advanced 
during the last two weeks, and this, to- 
gether with the increased cost of am- 
moniates, will result in much higher prices 
for fertilizer this fall. The demand on 
the part of farmers this spring for fer- 
tilizer has practically cleaned up all of 
the stocks on hand, and with the pros- 
pective shortage in wheat production 
there undoubtedly will be a great stimulus 
to farmers to plant wheat next fall, with 
a. consequent larger demand for fertilizer. 

Government officials realize that food 
production for this year and next is going 
to depend to a large extent upon the use 
of fertilizer, and very careful considera- 
tion Is being given to sources of neces- 
sary raw materials. There has been a 
marked advance in the prices of sulphuric 
acid recently, due partly to the increased 
demand for explosives and partly to the 
demaid on the part of fertilizer manu- 
facturers. 

The Advisory Committee will meet fre- 
quently to consider any new problems 
that may come up. 

Following the meeting of the Advis- 
ory Committee, there was a two-day ses- 
sion of the Soil Improvement Committee 
of the -National Fertilizer Association, 
which has been carrying on propaganda 
work for several years. Some changes in 
their plans have been made to meet the 
new conditions, and the committee will 
work with Federal and State organiza- 
tions wherever possible in a campaign for 
increased crops. 

Mr. Huntington, who is chairman of 
the committee, presided at these sessions. 
He is vice-president of the Davison 
Chemical Company. 


President Elting, N. P., 0. and V. A., 
Calls for Participation in Produc- 
ing Food Supply. 


President Howard Elting, of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, 
has sent an open letter to members of 
that association calling attention to the 
economic necessity of increasing food 
production in this country and the neces- 
sity for general participation in this work. 
His letter follows:— 

The Secretary of the Department of 
Commerce, has recently called to the 
attention of commercial organizations 
the economic necessity of increasing 
the food supply of the United States. 
He points out the fact that the war 
in which we are engaged is a war of 
economic resources. He calls upon 
each one of us to co-operate, wherever 
possible, with the Department of Ag- 
riculture, in its campaign to increase 
the crops of this country. 

As president of the Natlonal Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, I wish 
to call this matter to your particu- 
lar attention in order that you may, 
in your several communities, take an 
active interest In the furtherance of 
any movement looking toward the 
proper utilization of farm and gar- 
dens. 

Through our Clean-up and Paint-up 
Campaign Bureau we are doing a 
good work in this direction, but I 
deem it my duty to call your atten- 
tion again to the matter, in order to 
supplement the work that Secretary 
of Commerce Redfield is doing.

STATE NARCOTIC BILL

$35,000,000 OIL LAND RECOVERY SUIT HAS 
INITIAL HEARINGS OF “DUMMIES” HERE 


WILL BE PASSED 


BY THURSDAY—OBJECTIONS GENERALLY MET 





Several Suggestions From State Magistrates’ Association 
Embodied in New Section 249A—Chairman Whitney 
Asserts Measure Now Has Approval of All Concerned. 


Albany, April 20, 1917. 
Necessary work by the Revision Com- 
mittee prevented the report of the final 
revision of the Whitney bill relative to 
drug addiction this week. It will be re- 


ported out and passed without question 
on Wednesday or Thursday next. After 
a private conference between Senator 


Whitney and Justice Collins, of the Mag- 
istrates’ Committee, several changes were 
agreed on and incorporated in the Whit- 
ney Committee bill. The powerful ob- 
jections made by the druggists of the 
State and the three medical societies to 
the magistrates’ bill prevented its accept- 
anc in place of the bill formulated by the 
Joint Legislative Committee. 

Besides minor changes intended to per- 
fect the committee measure there was in- 
corporated in it a new section, section 
249-A, to Meet the suggestions of Justice 
Collins. This is a substitute for the orig- 
inal and simply varies the form of com- 
mitment by making the commitment of 
addicts easier from a legal standpoint and 
provides further that an addict may com- 
mit himself to an institution on applica- 
tlon to a local board of health and with- 
out the formality of court procedure or 
undue publicity. This section now stands 
as follows:— 

New Section Regulating Commit- 
ment. 


$249-a. Commitment of habitual drug 
users; procedure; treatment; discharge. The 
constant use by any person of any habit- 
forming drug, except under the direction 
and consent of a duly licensed physician, 
is hereby declared to be dangerous to the 
public health. Whenever a complaint shall 
be made to any magistrate that any person 
is addicted to the use of any habit-forming 
drug, without the consent or direction of a 
duly licensed physician, such magistrate, after 
due notice and heuring, [is! if satisfied that 
the complaint is founded and that the per- 
son is addicted to the use of a habit-form- 
ing drug, shall commit such person to a 
State, county or city hospital, or institution 
licensed under the State Lunacy Commis- 
sion, or any correctional or charitable insti- 
tution maintained by the State or any 
municipality thereof, for the treatment of 
disease or inebriety; provided, however, that 
such magistrate may suspend sentence and 
parole such addict to the care of such ad- 
dict’s physician, where such magistrate is 
satisfied that the interest of such addict so 
requires, and it satisfactorily appears to 
such magistrate that such addict igs able to 
defray the expense of competent medical 
treatment. Any court having jurisdiction of 
a defendant in a criminal proceeding, if it 
appears that a defendant is a habitual drug 
user, may commit such user for treatment 
as herein provided at any stage of such 
proceeding against such defendant, and may 
stay proceedings, withhold conviction or 
suspend sentence, pending the period of such 
commitment. Whenever the chief medical 
officer of such institution shal] certify to the 
committing [any] magistrate or court that 
any person so committed has been sufficient- 
ly treated or give any other reason which 
is deemed adequate and sufficient, he may in 
accordance with the terms of commitment 
discharge the person so committed, or return 
such person to await the further action of 
the court, provided, however, that when 
such a commitment is to an institution un- 
der the jurisdiction of a department of cor- 
rection, or other similar department in @ 
city of the first class where there is a parole 
commission established pursuant to law, 
such commission shall act in the place and 
stead of a chief medical officer for the pur- 
pose of making such a certificate. Every 
person committed under the provisions of 
this section shall observe al} the rules and 
regulations of the institution or hospital. 
Any such person who wilfully violates the 
rules and regulations of the institution or 
repeatedly conducts himself in a disorderly man- 
ner may be taken before a magistrate by the 


. order of the chief medical officer of the institu- 


tion. The chief medical officer may enter a com- 
plaint against such persons for disorderly con- 
duct and the magistrate, after a hearing and 
upon due evidence of such disorderly con- 
duct, may commit such person for a period 
of not to exceed six months to any institu- 
tion to which persons convicted of dis- 
orderly conduct or vagrancy may be com- 
mitted, and such institution shall keep such 
persons Separate and apart from the other 
inmates. provided that nothing in this sec- 
tion shall be construed to prohibit any per- 
son committed to any institut'on under its 
provisions from appealing to any court hav- 
ing jurisdiction for a review of the evidence 
in which this commitment was made, 
Nothing herein contained shall be deemed 
to preclude any of the institutions referred 
to, from accepting as a charity patient, any 
person voluntarily applying for treatment 
for drug addiction, and any such institution 
may if a voluntary applicant signs a state- 
ment that he is suffering from drug addic- 
tion and desires treatment in the same man- 
ner and subject to the same rules and re- 
strictions as if committed by a magistrate, 
receive such person without formal commit- 
ment, with like effect as if formally com- 
mitted, subject to discharge when sufficient- 
ly treated, or for any other reason deemed 
adequate. Any local health board or officer 
mav, likewise, with the consent of such hos- 
pital and the approval of the proper officials 
charged with the care of the poor, on such 
an application and signed statement place 
the applicant in any hospital receiving such 
patients. The local health board or officer 
shall adopt a blank form of application for 


such treatment and on request shall furnish 
copies thereof for the use of any such in- 
stitution. 

Whitney Says Bill Meets General 


Approval, 

In discussing the changes in his com- 
mittee bill, Senator George H. Whitnev 
said that the matter was now in shape 
to meet the approval of everybody con- 
cerned, 


“The gravity of the problem arising 
from the habitual use of narcotie drugs 
in the State of New York makes it man- 


datory that State legislators take cog- 
nizance of conditions and seek to rem- 
edy them through legislation,’ he de- 
clared. 


“In some respects such legislation may 


be regarded as an unnecessary hardship 
on the part of physicians and druggists— 
notably the provision for the _ triplicate 
order blank as applying to the latter and 
the clause requiring registration of ad- 
dicts as applying to the former. 

“These provisions were placed in the 
bill new before the State Legislature only 
after mature thought and consideration 
and lengthy eccenferences with both doc- 
tors and druggists. In every instance 
representatives of the druggists and doc- 
tors’ associations evinced the utmost In- 
in the work which the Joint Leg- 


terest 
islative Committee was performing and 
frankly stated that they would stand. be- 


hind any legislative provision which would 
help to amellorate conditions existing to- 
day, no matter if such provision entailed 
extra iabor and annoyance. 
“This spirit of co-operation has been 
of great help to the Joint Legislative 
Committee in framing the measure advo- 
cated to deal with the drug evil in this 
State. 
Triplicate Order Blank Provided at

“All that is required of a person order- 
ing narcotic drugs from firms outside the 
State of New York is that he shall file 
with the State or local board of health 
the one copy of the official State order 
blank. This procedure is the same where 
such drugs are ordered from firms con- 
ducting business within the State. 

“In every instance the purchaser is re- 
quired to file a copy of his order and not 
the firm ordered from, 


Filing With Local Boards of Health. 


“At the urgent request of the State 
Judges and Justices’ Association the orig- 
inal Joint Legislative Committee bill was 
amended to permit the local boards of 
health to receive and file the official order 
blank copies in citles of the first class 
so that administrative officials will have 
a full check upon the sale of narcotics 
in their districts. 

“The Joint Legislative Committee ap- 
preciates greatly the co-operation of the 
committee formed by the State Judges 
and Justices’ Association for the study 
of the narcotic drug problem. The legis- 
lation proposed by the magistrates was 
very similar to that drafted by the Leg- 
islative Committee, showing that the two 
different bodies, working along the same 
lines, had arrived at practically the same 
conclusion, 

“The anti-narcotic legislation proposed 
this year supplements an investigation of 
conditions in the State of New York, 
which investigation will be continued 
during the present year with the view to 
examining treatments and cures of nar- 
cotic drug addiction disease. 

“The preliminary investigation showed 
that the drug trade at large had steadily 
decreased the amount of narcotics dis- 
pensed through wholesalers, jobber and 
retailers, but that at the same time the 
consumption of drugs ef a so-called habit 
forming character apparently had in- 
creased to an alarming extent. 


Legitimate Supply for Addicts. 


“So far as possible, therefore, it was 
the aim of the committee to provide a 
further check upon the sale and distrib- 
ution of narcotics which would relieve 
the trade from the stigma of suspicion in 
promoting illicit traffic in drugs and at 
the same time to strike at that illicit 
traffic by providing a legitimate supply 
of narcotics for the addict under State 
controi and regulation. 

“This is done in the 
through the provision 
boards of health to 
for addicts. 

“Tt Is the belief of the committee that 
addicts who have been driven to fostering 
underworld distribution by present law 
will turn to the State for their supply 
and seek the advice of phvsicians, thus 
eliminating the illegal trafficker in drugs 
from the commonwealth. 

“Physicians and druggists should be en- 
couraged to supply addicts with legiti- 
mately needed narcotics. Narcotic drug 
addiction has been found to be a disease. 
The addict is as much in need for a rea- 
sonable quantity of drugs as the normal 
man is in need of food and water. 

‘Pending treatment and cure the addict 
should be treated by reputable physicians. 
“The Joint Legislative Committee has 
found many contradictions and differences 
Of opinion extant with regard to the 
proper method of curing narcotic drug 
addiction disease. It will bend every ef- 
fort toward finding a sane and rational 
method of handling addicts in its forth- 
coming investigation and requests the co-

“With such a method and cure estab- 


lished the committee will be in position 
to recommend further regulation of the 
distribution of narcotics and the estab- 
lishment of a State sanitarium where ad- 
cGicts may receive rational treatment.” 


An action filed about two months ago, 
the date for trial not as yet set, had its 
initial hearing of witnesses in this city 
during the past week at the Federal 
Building before U. §. Commissioner 
Hitchcock. Thirty witnesses are to be 
examined here, who, it is alleged, acted 
as dummies in the filing of claims upon 
oil lands in San Joaquin Valley, Cali- 
fornia, worth more than $35,000,000. The 
government is the plaintiff in the suit, 
and thirteen California corporations and 
L. B. McMurtry, mining and oil pro- 
moter, are named. Special Assistant 
U. 8. District Attorneys Frank Hall and 
Charles D. Hamel are in charge of the 
suit, in which the following companies 
are specified :— 

The Standard Oil Company of Call- 
fornia, the Union Oil Company of Ca‘ti- 
fornia, J. M. McLeod Company, Midway 
Gas Company, Southern California Gas 
Company, United Oil Company, California 
Midway Oil Company, Columbus Midway 
Oil Company, ‘32’’ Oil Company, General 
Petroleum Oil Company, Consolidated 
Mutual Oil Company, and the May Con- 
solidated Oil Company. 

It is charged that McMurtry obtalned 


powers of attorney from many persons 
in the East who had never taken any 
part in the development of the lands. 


Having control, McMurtry, it is charged, 
sold’ out practically all of his interest 
either directly or indirectly to the de- 
fendant concerns. In a statement Prose- 
cutor Hall said:— 

“In one group of cases alone one man 
obtained the lion’s share of the benefit 
of twenty-nine quarter sections of oil 





land. The possession and occupancy of 
those lands were obtained by the fraudu- 
lent use as locators of the names of per- 
sons living in Eastern cities. Those per- 
sons today do not know the value of those 
lands or what has become of them, There 
are numerous cases in the field where men 
have. used the names of their cousins, 
aunts, and uncles, and under them have 
obtained large tracts for their own bene- 
fit. In some such cases the cousins, 
aunts, and uncles have received gifts of 
twenty-five or fifty dollars, while the real 
person in interest has enriched himself 
to the extent of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars and in some cases millions.’’ 

Among the witnesses whose testimony 
was taken last week were:—Frank B. 
Chapman, Elizabeth, N. J.; Charles W. 
Gardiner, physician and manufacturer, 
Chicago; Julian P. W. Richmond, a civil 
engineer in the employ of New York city, 
and others. 

It is claimed by the prosecution that 
all the ‘‘dummies’” gave powers of attor- 
ney to McMurtry without understanding 
the nature of the transaction and that 
‘‘presents’’ were made them later by Mc- 
Murtry for the use of their names. The 
necessity for this was that the land was 
restricted before President Taft signed 
the order withdrawing the property for 
naval reserve purposes, and that by the 
use of dummy names McMurtry was en- 
abled to file upon ‘large tracts of land, 
now held to be worth $35,000,000 at present 
market value. 

The government is now endeavoring to 
recover this land for naval oil supply pur- 
poses, hence the endeavor to obtain im- 
mediate action by the courts. 





NO PREFERENTIAL CLAIMS IN GASOLINE 


OIL LAND LEASES 


Washington, April 20, 1917. 
Preferential claims ignored and_ the 
leases sold at public auction tq the high- 
est bidder is the essence of the regula- 
tions covering the allotment of oil lands 
in the ceded territory of the Shoshone 
fields which has been approved by Secre- 


tary Lane, of the Interlor Department, 
after many months of waiting during 
which several important hearings have 


been ziven to interests arguing that pri- 
ority in filing for leases or preferential 
rights because of work done should be 
recognized. 

There are two exceptions to the general 
ruling, which are conditions rather than 
exceptions—these apply to the Pilot oil 
placer claim and the Jamestown—which 
are 160 acres each and both of which are 
included in the claims of the Chatterton 
interests. As these are the only two 
producing wells on the property to be 
leased the regulations drafted in the pub- 
lic lands division of the Bureau of In- 
dian Affairs provide that when these 
claims are put up at public auction the 
successful bidder must reimburse the peo. 
ple who drilled these wel's for the actual 
cost of drilling. This will be about $7,000 
in each case, as they are both drilled 
about 1,000 feet. 

The Chatterton interests comprise about 
23 investors under the leadership of for- 
mer Governor Chatterton of Wyoming, 
who made a strong argument for recog- 
nition of his rights at the general hear- 
ing given by Assistant Secretary Vogel- 
sang three weeks ago. 

When the leases are put up for public 
auction subject to the extensive techni- 


BY NEW REGULATIONS 


eal regulations soon to be promulgated 
by Secretary Lane, they will be disposed 
of in blocks of 160 acres each, allowing 
each purchaser to acquire up_ to 4,800 
acres in the whole part of the ceded 
lands. 

In the two petroleum reservations on 
the ceded lands each purchaser of a 
lease will be allowed to acquire rights 
only up to 2,400 acres, but will be allowed 
to buy in additional area outside of the 
petroleum reservation sufficient to bring 
his entire holdings up to the 4,800-acre 
limit. 

There are already on file in the Office 
of the Secretary of the Interior notifica- 
tions that a number of the ‘large produc- 
ing interests desire to dig on these prop- 
erties, 

The regulations have been sent to the 
Public Printer and though copies may 
not be ready for distribution among those 
platining to bid for leases the auctions 
will be held as soon as possible, It is 
expected that the allotment of these 
leases will start a large development of 
oil land in the Shoshone. Wind River, 
lands, and that with the establishment of 


a pipeline to these properties there will 
deve'opment of 


also be a _ worth-while I 
wildcat lands in the regions adjacent 
thereto, 


The jurisdiction over these lands comes 

under the Indian Office of the Depart- 
iment of the Interior rather than the 
Land Office, since the Indian Commis- 
sioner is acting as guardian for the in- 
terests of the Indians in these ceded 
lands.

MINNEAPOLIS. 
Minneapolis, Minn., April 18, 1917. 

There was no fresh feature to the flax- 
seed market during the past week. A 
good demand prevailed for all of the of- 
terings, regardless of quality, though 
the keenest interest was displayed in the 
choicest seed. Most of the good seed 
came from Montana and was applied on 
sales made to arrive. Fresh offerings to 
arrive were very light. There was con- 
siderable Minnesota seed in on the mar- 
ket eae the past week and owing to 


the lack of supply of better stuff the 
buyers picked it up readily. Bulkhead 
car lots were quite liberally sprinkled 


among the daily arrivals. The average 
quality of North Dakota seed that arrived 
was indifferent, but all of it was in de- 


mand. The demand exceeds the supply 
and prices are holding very firm com- 
pared with the futures regardless of 


where the futures go. 

The tone of the futures market was 
very strong due to short covering and 
the buying of crushers. Realization that 
there is practically no seed left in the 
country to apply on May commitments 
puts the shorts in no comfortable frame 
of mind. In recent months the extreme 
strength of the futures in record high ter- 
ritory evidently encouraged some selling, 
and with the purchases practically all 
made for crushers the situation naturally 
was very strong. Offerings in the flax 
pit are very light and it does not take 
much of a demand from crushers or 
shorts to give the market a sharp up- 
ward twist. 

Minneapolis receipts are fairly good, 
much better than receipts at Duluth, but 
as much of the stock held by line ele- 
vator companies is hedged in Duluth and 
the taking in of hedges is no easy mat- 
ter in such a narrow market shipments 
are being made to Duluth to apply on 
May contracts. Minneapolis prices are 
more favorable for the shipper at present 
and the demand here is keen. 

There was a good demand for seed flax 
here during the past week and the in- 
quiry pereists while offerings are prac- 
tically exhausted. One seed house alone 
sold nearly 15 cars of seed flax and small 
lots are being shipped from here daily. 
Line elevator companies managed to get 
rid of their country elevator supplies and 
report a demand for more at a number 
of stations. Weather conditions over 
most of the Northwest have been favor- 
able and farmers will get around to sow- 
ing their flax acreage early this year. 

There is a small amount of Canadian 
flaxseed coming this way, about a _ car 
every other day. More country run Can- 
adian seed has shown up lately while ele- 
vator mixed offerings are lighter. 

LINSEED OIL 

The demand for oil keeps up, though 
sales during the past week were some- 
what smaller. owing to the sharp advance 
in prices. While the trade in spot and 
quick shipment oil languished some there 
seemed to be a pretty good demand for 
deferred. There was an inquiry here 
today for oil to be shipped next Decem- 
ber. Buyers evidently have given up all 
hope of a radical decline in prices and 

want to insure a supply of oil from the 
next crop. Shipping directions are better 
than the crushers can take care of with 
the present supply of cars, but they are 
doing the best they can by their custom- 
ers. The car situation is not very bad, 
but the glut of directions that developed 
while it was bad has bearing on the pres- 
ent situation. 

Prices are the highest they have ever 
been and are still very strong. While this 
does not seem to check trade as much as 
usually, at the same time it makes the 
crushers cautious regarding bookings. The 
extreme value makes the carrying charge 
excessive, something like 1%c. per gallon 
per month, and in making forward com- 
mitments this must be taken into consid- 
eration. At the present time the crushers 
are not at all anxious to make any con- 
tracts for far distant shipment even 
though they get a round price for the 
oil. 

As far as shipment in the immediate fu- 
ture is concerned the crushers remain 
well sold up and can not book very heavy 
orders. The supply on hand is_ good, 
though totals are being reduced daily, in 
spite of the fact that operations are 
quite free. Prices quoted at $1.18 for 
prompt and near-by shipment. 


LINSEED OIL MEAL, 

There is a good demand for oil meal 
with the supply at present being turned 
out not large enough to take care of the 
business proffered. A wide territory is 
being served by the local trade on account 
of the extreme values prevailing for mill- 
feed and the difficulty in obtaining mill 
offal. Shipping directiong are urgent and 
the out movement is much more liberal 
than it was a year ago. There is some 
demand for forward shipment reported, 
buyers appearing anxious to forestall 


further advances. While cars are not as 
plentiful as the crushers wish there is 
a fair supply delivered to the mills daily 
and the meal accumulated in recent 
weeks is rapidly disappearing. Prices 
quoted at $44 
LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

There was sOme cake sold for export 
during the past week and some inquiry 


for May-June shipment reported. The 
amount sold was small, but the fact that 
any stuff was sold proved interesting. The 
destination was not reported, though the 
sale was probably to a United Kingdom 


buyer. The action of the Holland Govern- 
ment in sending steamers to this side 


have some effect on the cake trade 
shortly. Shipments on old contracts are 
not reported. The accumulation at the 
lead of the lakes for delivery to the sea- 
board via Buffalo has not started to move 
yet and a late opening of navigation is in 
prospect.

Holders held the big stick again in this 
week's market. Quotations in cash seed 
were run up to a new high record mark 
at $3.26%4@3.27% on Monday. From that 
a moderate reaction came later with the 
break and unsettlement in the wheat 

market owing to the Canadian reciproc- 

ity development. That the flaxseed mar- 
ket should have sustained a drop of only 
2c. in the face of a slump of 10 cents in 
wheat is thought to have demonstrated 
its remarkable underlying strength. 
A bullish influence has been thrust into 
the flaxseed situation lately in the special 
campaign inaugurated to increase the 
acreage planted to foodstuffs In the West 
this spring. Farmers are being urged in 
some quarters to seed the acreage de- 
voted to flaxseed last season to wheat and 
other grains, and to use new breakings for 
flaxseed, Duluth representatives of East- 
ern flaxseed houses are endeavoring to 
combat that campaign. They are point- 
ing out that it would be disastrous for 
growers to neglect putting in their usual 
acreage In flaxseed as they would find 
the effect carried into the future in in- 
ability to obtain proper seed and the loss 
of a profitable source of income from 
the flaxseed end. A Western linen com- 
pany with a large factory at Duluth that 
depends upon the waste flax straw in the 
Northwest as the material for the manu- 
facture of thread utilized in the making 
of linen rugs, is also joining in the pro- 
test against any cutting down of the flax 
acreage. 

Receipts of flaxseed at this point were 
light during the past week, in spite of 
the inducement of high prices. That is 
taken to indicate that supplies in grow- 
ers’ hands are becoming cleaned up.

More Camphor and Camphor Oil 
Produced by Japan for Year 
Ending March 31, 


The production of camphor in Japan 
for the year ending March 31, 1917, is 
estimated at 1,627,422 kin (2,148,197 pounds), 
an increase of 26,607 kin (35,121 pounds) 
as compared with the actual production 
in 1915-16; while the estimated production 
in Formosa amounts to 6,014,743 kin (6,- 
619,461 pounds), an increase of 394,561 kin 
(520,821 pounds), as compared with the 
actual yield in the preceding year. 

The production of camphor oil in Japan 
for 1916-17 is estimated at 3,210,494 kin (4,- 
237,852 pounds), an increase of 209,073 kin 
(275,976 pounds), .as compared with the 
actual yield in 1915-16, and the estimated 
production in Formosa is_ 7,827,560 kin 
(10,332,379 pounds), or 946,328 kin (1,249,153

High prices for raw materials is the 
outstanding feature to the market. The 
upward swing to prices continued this 
week. There was a sharp advance in 
the case of linseed oil and members of 
the trade say there is no telling where 
the advance will stop. Other vegetable 
oils are also in a strong position, and 
the imported selections are in compar- 
atively light supply. The expected rise 
in quotations for the lead pigments 
came about during the period. The 
new schedule of prices shows advances 
of from %c. to %c. per pound. The 
lead situation is very strong, as the 
supply of the metal is not large and 
unusual demands are expected to fol- 
lew from sources outside the paint 
trade. Zine oxide continues to move 
freely against old orders, with the 
price schedule unchanged. An advance 
in freight rates is to be effective short- 
ly, and this no doubt will strengthen 
prices for all commodities as the bur- 
den of transportation costs falls upon 
the consumer. Spirits of turpentine 
have been firm in price, with stocks 
in the local market small and the dif- 
ferential between this market and pri- 
mary points is larger than usual, The 
various chemicals used in the paint 
trade are holding strong in price, 
though an exception is found in the 
case of bichromate of soda. The latter 
has felt the effects of keen selling pres- 
sure and prices are more favorable to 
buyers than they were a week ago. 
The dry color market is steady, with 
prices for blacks reported to be espe- 
cially strong, as stocks of some grades 
are very small and offerings are re- 
stricted to second-hand lots. There is 
nothing new in the market for glues, 
but no reliable prices can be given, as 
sellers are not able to take care of the 
demand from the various consuming 
trades. On page 20 there is a complete 
report on the flaxseed situation. A re- 
pont on linseed oil and naval stores will 
be found on pages 29 and 33, respec- 
tively. Comment on the important 
items in the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The quotation of 9c. per 
pound which has been nominaily given 
for some weeks is still in evidence, but 
is not an indication of the real value 
of lead. The quotation of other factors 
in the trade is 95@9%c. per pound. 
Lead ore at Joplin is quoted at $110 per 
ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—In our report of last week ago 
it was stated that corroders were look- 
ing for an advance in the prices for 
white lead and the other lead pigments. 
That this was founded on reliable data 
was shown this week, when the qucta- 
tions for the pigments were advanced. 
The price for dry basic carbonate is now 
held at an inside figure of 9%c. per 
pound, and smal] lots are higher on a 
quantity basis. White lead in oil is 
quoted at 10%c. per pound and upward, 
according to quantity. The strength in 
white lead is derived from the limited 
amounts of the metal which are obtain- 
able. Another feature to the market is 
the fact that sellers wili not accept bus- 
iness for any length of time ahead, but 
are restricting trading to spot and near- 
by deliveries. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—The situation in basic sul- 
phate is very similar to that reported 
for basic carbonate, and prices for the 
former were advanced during the week 
by 4c. per pound, and the lowest price 
now quoted is 9c. per pound. Jobbing 
lots command the usual premiums. The 
market is reported to be strong at the 
advance, and the prices quoted are ap- 
plicable only to deliveries over short 
periods ahead. 

RED LEAD.—This oxide was also 
subjected to a revised price schedule 
this week, but the advance was %c. 
per pound. -Manufacturers are now 
asking a minimum price of llc. per 
pound for dry red lead. Red lead in oil 
is quoted at 11%c. per pound for large 
amounts, and smaller lots are graded 
according to the amount desired. Stocks 
of red lead are said to be small, as de- 
mand has been up to the supply and no 
stocks were accumulated by sellers. 

LITHARGE.— This material also 
moved up %c. per pound during the in- 
terval. 
the position of the metal and also by 
the limited amounts which are offered. 


The inside quotation for litharge in 
large amounts is 10%c. per pound. 
ORANGE MINERAL. — The rise in 


prices for the lead pigments was gen- 
eral, and current quotations for orange 
mineral are %c. higher than were quot- 
ed a week ago. The asking price is now 
established at 13c. per pound. There is 
no feature to trading, and the market 
for all the lead pigments is in a position 
where it is easily influenced by the 
metal market. 

SPELTER.—There is not much ac-

tivity in the spelter market, and the 
quotation is given as easy at 9\%c. per 
pound. Some business is said to have 
gone through for later deliveries, but 
spot trading is quiet. Zinc ore at Jop- 
lin is quoted at $65@80 per ton. a 

ZINC OXIDE.—The spot market is 
holding in a steady position with de- 
mand rather quiet, but stocks are small 
and values are well maintained. Of- 
fers are heard at 12c. per pound. Ex- 
ports of zinc oxide in February were 
3,002,286 pounds, valued at $305,239, as 
against 1,840,013 pounds, valued at $121,- 
036, in February last year. Exports 
for the eight months ending February

These figures show that exports have 
run about normal, but there is a big 
increase in the value owing to the high- 
er prices which have been effective. 
There has been no change in the prices 
quoted by leading producers of zinc 
oxide and the schedule is as follows:— 
Red seal, 15@15%c. per pound; green 
seal, 15%@15%c. per pound; while seal, 
16@16%c. per pound. These prices are 
based on shipments in barrels, f. o. b. 
shipping point, with freight allowances 
only for car lots. The new prices be- 
came effective on April 1, and will con- 
tinue for the second quarter of the 
year. There has been no change in 
the prices as quoted for ordinary Amer- 
ican zine oxide, and prices are as fol- 
lows:—For 50-ton lots the quotation is 
9%c. per pound. For car lots 9%c. per 
pound is quoted, and less than car lots 
are held at 10c. per pound. Special zinc 
oxide is quoted at 104%@10%c. per 
pound, according to quantity. The 
above prices are based upon shipments 
in barrels, and are f. o. b. shipping 
point with usual freight allowance on 
carload lots. The above products are 
also available in paper bags of fifty 
pounds net weight when shipped in car- 


loads. In this container the price will 
be 4c. per pound less than quoted 
above. Bags cannot be shipped in less 


than carload lots. Mixed carloads of 
barrels and bags cannot be shipped. 
LITHOPONE.—The market for litho- 
pone holds firm in price, with offerings 
light, as many producers are sold 
ahead and are disposing of their output 
on contracts. Prices in the spot mar- 
ket show a range according to seller, 
and quantity also is a factor in estab- 
lishing values. Foreign grades of lith- 
opone are in limited supply and quota- 
tions are largely a matter of private 
terms. The quotation for domestic of- 
ferings is given at 64% @6%c. per pound. 


DRY COLORS, 


There is a strong feeling in the mar- 
ket for most chemicals, and this has a 
bearing on the chemical colors. The 
high freight rates now effective and 
the report that a general advance of 15 
per cent. would soon go into effect is a 
factor in adding to the costs of bring- 
ing earth colors from primary points, 
Imported colors also are affected by 
the high costs of ocean freights and 
by the scarcity of tonnage. 


BLACKS. 


The market for carbon gas black is 
reported to be in a nominal position, 
with offerings in the spot market too 
small to admit of free quotations, Sec- 
ond hands are oftering at different 
prices. The bulk of the output of man- 
ufacturers is going direct to consumers 
against old orders. This has been the 
position of the market for some time 
Lampblack also is firm in price, with 
a large part of the output booked 
ahead. Different consuming trades are 
said to be calling for deliveries of this 
material against old orders. Prices are 
quoted at 14@20c. per pound. 

BLUES.

The tone of 
the market is strong, and with added 
costs for bringing stocks to consuming 
points the quotations at delivered 
points is expected to advance. Prices 
for browns are steady, with Italian 
sienna at 6@10c. per pound. Domestic 
sienna holds at 2@8c. per pound for 
burnt and powdered, and raw sienna 
is quoted at 24@3c. per pound. Offer- 
ings of umber, burnt and raw, are 
heard on a basis of 2%@3c. per pound. 


GREENS. 


Paris green is quoted as nominal by 
some sellers who are reported to be sold 
ahead and have nothing to offer in the 
spot market. There was no change in 
the situation during the week, and the 
prices asked range from 38c. to 40c. per 
pound. Some sellers of chemically 
pure chrome green are quoting only on 
specific inquiry, and private terms can 
be made in certain cases. There is a 
range of prices according to grade, with 
2@60c. per pound representing the quo- 


tations. Grinders’ chrome green is 
quoted at 13@18c. per pound. 
REDS. 


Offers of Para reds are heard on a 
basis of $1 f. 0. b. New York. Other 
offerings are on the market as low as 
20c. per pound, and the price is de- 
pendent on quality. Para toners are 
offered on contracts at $1.70 per pound. 
Eosine vermilion is quoted at 39c. per 
pound, f. o. b. shipping point. Stand- 
ard Indian reds are quoted at 7@10c. 
per pound. Oxide reds range in price 
from 3%c. to 12c. per pound. 

YELLOWS. 

All grades of ocher are holding firm 
in price with a good demand. Imports 
of French ocher have been noted re- 
cently, and prices for this material are 
given at 3@3%c. per pound. Domestic 
grades of ocher are offered at $20@30 
per ton. Chemically pure chrome yel- 
low varies in prices according to shade 
and strength. The prices quoted are 
24@28c. per pound. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


Difficulty is found in importing many 
materials and this is seen in high prices 
and in limited offerings. Buyers are in 
the market for whiting, and demand is 
reported to be greater than the supply. 
Production of whiting is said to have 
been close to normal, but demand was 
larger than usual, and there was no 
way to increase the output, as stocks 
of chalk could not be secured in large 
enough supply. Glues are nominal in 
price, with domestic sellers able to 
make no definite offers on spot, or, at 
least, not able to quote any fixed prices 
and take orders at these prices. Im- 
ports of glue are small and are usually 
sold ahead. 

BARYTES.—The market for domes- 
tic grades of barytes is moving along 
in a routine way, with withdrawals 
against contracts keeping down the 
stocks in sellers’ hands. Imported 
grades of barytes are not offered freely, 
and prices are based largely on private 
terms. Quotations for domestic grades 
range from $28 to $32 per ton. 

CASEIN.—Imports of casein in Feb- 
ruary were 915,008 pounds, valued at 


$147,567, as against 1,661,720 pounds, val- 
ued at $175,684, in February last year. 
Imports for the eight months ending

WINDOW GLASS, 


From reports now heard it is evident 
that manufacturers of glass do not in- 
tend to work the hand operated facto- 
ries beyond the last week of May. 
Some plants are reported to be closed 
for repairs, and this has the effect of 
cutting down the production, and this 
is regarded as an indication that stocks 
will not be heavy and prices will be 
firm for the balance of the season.

LINSEED OIL. 

The story of linseed oil during the 
past week is one of steady advances 
in price. All other conditions in the 
market are lost sight of in the greater 
interest which is shown in current 
prices and in speculating regarding the 
height to which prices will climb. In 
our report of last week the quotation 
for oil in car lot quantities was given 
on a basis of $1.14 per gallon. ‘The 
lowest price quoted today is $1.20 per 
gallon and crushers are not eager to 
sell even at this figure. This price refers 
only to prompt and nearby deliveries, 
as carrying charges alone are sufficient 
tu enforce a premium for deferred de- 
liveries even if the crushing trade was 
not confronted with the probability of 
further rises in seed values. Some 
members of the trade are predicting 
$1.50 oil within the next sixty days, and 
while present quotations are far above 
normal levels the market looks strong- 
er every week and there is practically 
no bearish sentiment even among ton- 
sumers of oil. Cake is not improving 
the position of oil, as exports of cake 
are small and crushers are feeling in 
a financial way the effects of heavy 
accumulations. 

Cash seed at Duluth closed last Sat- 
urday at $3.23@3.25 per bushel, and the 
close yesterday was $3.32%@3.33%. This 
spread in seed on a normal basis would 
account for a rise of 3c. per gallon in 
oil, hence the advance in oil has been 
more rapid relatively than that in 
seed. There were no shipments of 
seed from the Argentine this week, and 
prices in practically all markets were 
higher. News regarding the coming 
flax acreage in the American and Can- 
adian Northwest is eagerly awaited, 
but everything is still a matter of con- 
jecture. Reports on the Western Can- 
adian and Buenos Aires seed markets 
from’*our own correspondents will be 
found on page 20.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


Irregular price movements have 
characterized the cottonseed oil market 
during the interval. Heavy miscella- 
neous buying at ‘the outset carried 
prices upward, but later the buying 
movement subsided and profit-taking 
caused a downward reaction, so that 
final figures recorded little change from 
those noted at the close of the previous 
week. The upward tendency of the 
pure lard market during the early 
trading inspired new investment buy- 
ing of cottonseed oil, particularly in the 
July option, which was a leader in the 
advance. -The buying of May oil was 
said to be for refiners, On Thursday 





the advance was checked apparently 
by wavering lard prices, while on Fri- 
day heavy liquidation and a declining 
lard market had a depressing effect on 
oil values, and practically all the early 
advances were lost. Under present con- 
ditions wide fluctuations are to ibe ex- 
pected, as the market is sensitive and 
at times nervous. Traders are watch- 
ing developments in competing oils and 
fats very closely, and as these items 
are steadily advancing the underlying 
sentiment in cottonseed oil remains 
bullish, Consuming demand is reported 
quiet, but there is a steady absorption 
of oil on outstanding contracts and 
supplies are gradually decreasing. Total 
export shipments for February 
amounted to 8,666,731 pounds, valued at 
$1,088,575, compared with 22,053,503 
pounds, valued at $2,069,373, for the 
same month last year. Exports for the 
eight months ending February 28 were 
86,029,449 pounds, valued at $10,080,464, 
compared with 187,807,168 pounds, 
valued at $14,383,323, and 183,642,687 
pounds, valued at $12,142,048, for the 
same periods in 1916 and 1915, respec- 
tively. Crude oil in the Southeast was 
held at $1.04@1.05 a gallon most of the 
week, but closing bids were under these 
figures, Some new crop crude oil sold in 
Texas at 96c. a gallon. In regard to 
the new cotton crop, the government 
report stated that cotton planting made 
moderate progress in most of the 
Southern cotton States and prepara- 
tion of the soil was under way in the 
northern districts. In some sections of 
Southern Texas planting was delayed 
on account of lack of moisture, but in 
other sections of that State where rain 
fell early in the week, the work was 
pushed rapidly. Early-planted cotton 
looks yellow and has a poor stand in 
Texas. Cotton was up to a good stand 
and was growing well in Florida. Be- 
low is a detailed market report of 
transactions for each day during the 
past week, together with a table of 
sales, receipts and exports, and tele- 
grams from the crude oil centers,

Shipments are 
graded in price. For oil on the way, 
13%c. per pound is quoted, while for 
later shipments lower prices can be 
obtained, with values depending on 
the time of shipment. 

— Trading was 
quiet during the interval, but prices 
were firm at former quotations. Buy- 
ers are holding off from purchasing 
supplies at present.

At the close quota- 
tions were nominal at 15%c. per pound 
in car lots in cooperage, Leading corn 
oil refiners increased their offerings 
early in the week, and at close were 
quoting refined corn oil at 16.51@16.56c.

OLIVE OIL.—Demand was quiet for 
denatured olive oil during the past 
week, but prices were firm and un- 
changed. Seilers were quoting on the 
basis of $1.35@1.40 per gallon at the 
close. Olive oil foots were in active 
demand, with stocks on spot reported 
scarce, Prices were higher at the 
close, with sellers asking 14%@l5ic. per 
pound, according to quality and seller. 
Total imports of denatured olive oil for 
the eight months ending February were 
240,940 gallons, valued at $206,097, as 
against 385,105 gallons, valued at $274,- 
092, for the same time last year. 

PALM OIL.—The market con- 
tinued on a (firm basis during 
the past week. Prices were higher 
at the close, with stocks in firm 
hands. Lagos palm oil is reported 
scarce on spot, and _ sellers at 
the close were quoting 144%@14%c. per 
pound. Niger on spot, 12%@l3c. per 
pound, and prime red was firm at 13% 
@13%c. per pound. An offer of one car 
of prime red oil on spot was made at 
12%c. per pound. Total imports for the 
eight months ending February 
amounted to 22,191,182 pounds, valued

PALM KERNEL OIL.—There was 
little doing in this commodity during 
the interval, with stocks of foreign 
pressed oil bare of the market.

No im- 
ports of palm kernel oil were noted 
during the month of February. Total

PEANUT OUL.—The market was 
strong during the interval, with prices 
well maintained for the edible peanut 
oil, held at $1.35 per gallon in barrels. 
Crude peanut oil was not offered dur- 
ing the past week, and the last quota- 
tion heard was nominal at $1.15@1.20 
per gallon, f. o. b. mill, tank cars. Jap- 
anese peanut oil was offered at 12%c. 
per pound in buyer’s tanks, f. 0. b. 
Pacific coast, duty paid, May-July 
shipment from the Orient. Total im- 
ports of peanut oil for eight months 
ending February totaled 1,392,321 gal- 
lons, valued at $921,217, compared with 
567,612 gallons, valued at $342,387, for 
the same time last year. 

RAPESEED OIL.—There is little 
rapeseed oil in the spot market, and 
prices were firm during the interval, 
displaying an upward tendency. Quo- 
tations were wholly nominal at the 
close. Blown oil was quoted at $1.35@ 
1.40 per gallon, and refined oil at $1.25 
@1.80 per gallon. May-July shipments 
from the Orient of Japanese refined 
rapeseed oil were quoted at 13.73c. per 
pound, duty paid, in buyer’s tanks, f. o. 
b. Pacific coast. Imports during Feb- 
ruary totaled 5,013 gallons, valued at 
$4,905, as against 108,168 gallons, valued 
at $67,236, for the same month in 1916. 
Total imports for eight months ending 
February were 982,829 gallons, valued 
at $566,884, compared with 1,164,603 
gallons, valued at $658,101, for the same 
time last year. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—The spot mar- 
ket was active during the interval, with 
prices firm and displaying an upward 
tendency at the close of the week. 
Sales of two tank cars on spot early 
in the week were noted at 13c. per 
pound, also two cars of oil in barrels 
at 18%c. per pound. Small lots were 
sold on the basis of 14c. per pound. 
Shipments from the Pacific coast in 
sellers’ tanks were quoted at 10% @ 
11%c., according to time of shipment. 
Spot shipments from the coast at the 
close were transacted at 12c. per pound, 
seller’s tanks.

NEW YORK. 

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—Prices 
have receded moderately in the local 
market during the past week, and the 
final quotation shows a net loss of 1c. a 
gallon. Trading has shown a little more 
activity, and the decline is a response 
to the easier feeling in the South, al- 
though the scarcity of local stocks has 
held quotations here above the parity 
of the primary market. Demand, whi.e 
showing gradual improvement from the 
paint makers, is below normal. The 
abnormally high prices for linseed oil, 
white lead and other paint-making ma- 
terials, is restricting big business, and it 
begins to look as though the output of 
turpentine will be disposed of in small 
lots instead of large ones. Official ad- 
vices report turpentine shipments for 
the week at Savannah ag 1,342 barrels. 
Receipts were 744 barrels. Stocks were 
8,880 barrels, as compared with 9,927 
barrels last week and 5,814 barrels last 
year. At Jacksonville the price was 
46c. a gallon nominal at the close. 
London stocks on March 17 were 51,691 
barrels, against 39,367 barrels in 1916 
and 16.026 in 1915 for the corresponding 
periods.

ROSIN.—Advances ranging from 265c. 
to 40c. per 280 pounds have been re- 
corded in the local rosin market since 
our last report. Dealers note a better 
miscellaneous inquiry for rosins, and 
this, with the strength at primary 
points, has resulted in the market’s up- 
ward tendency. Local stocks are not 
heavy, and difficulty in transporting 
goods from the South is preventing any 
increase. This condition has created a 
firmer feeling here than in the primary 
markets. Dealers are showing some 
concern over the possibilities of the gov- 
ernment commandeering coastwise 
steamships.

The quickest, biggest thing to insure 
preparedness in the South is to make not 
less than 12,000,000 bales of cotton in 1917, 
says Secretary John T. Ashcroft, of the 
—— Cottonseed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion. 

This means in food—1,400,000,000 pounds 
of cottonseed oil. Cottonseed oil has a 
food value of 4,080 calories per pound, and 
digestive availability of 97.8 per cent. 
Butter has a food value of 3,490 calories 
an@ digestive avallability of 77.5 per cent. 
Yet cottonseed oil sells at about one- 
third the price of butter. 

It means in feed, 3,800,000,000 pounds of 
cottonseed meal, and 2,400,000,000 pounds 
of hulls, which, when properly combined, 
made a stock feed of the most excep- 
tional value. 

In munitions it means 700,000,000 pounds 
of linters absolutely necessary to any 
adequate supply of explosives. 

The second biggest, quickest thing we 
can do in the boll weevil section is to 
produce not less than 50,000 tons of pea- 
nuts in 1917.

Receivers for Aetna Explosives Com- 
pany Appointed—Company 
to Go On. 

Ex-Judge George C. Holt and ex-Gov- 
ernor B. B. Odell have been appointed re- 
ceivers for the Aetna Explosives Com- 
pariy by Judge Mayer, of the Federal 
District Court. The company has been 
ordered to continue business. Each re- 
ceiver is requested to furnish a $25,000 
bond. The company is capitalized at $18,- 
(00,000 and fs reported to hold large con- 
tracts for supplying the Allied powers 
with munitions. Regardless of the fact 
that the concern is deeply in debt, it is 
asserted that the assets consisting of 
plant and properties in several States, ac- 
counts due, and contracts held, greatly, 
exceed its liabilities. It is claimed that 
the sale of the property would destroy 
a large part of the company’s equity be- 
cause of the plants’ adaptability for 
manufacturing explosives. 

Among the creditors is Edward W. Bas- 
sick, who has claims for several millions 
of dollars for commissions on contracts 
with the French Government. Several 
of the claims are in litigation. 

Application for receivers was made on 
Tuesday by the Grasselli Chemical Com- 
pany, of Cleveland, Ohio, a creditor for 
$103.695. The company will be continued 
and later authority probably will be given 
by the court for certificates so _ that 
money may be speedily raised. Quick 
funds are needed for the payment of em- 
ployes and purchase of materials. ‘The 
lawyers representing interests involved 
are Sullivan & Cromwell, Paul D. Crav- 
ath, George Gordon Battle, ex-Senator 
James A. O’Gorman, ex-Justice George L. 
Ingraham, and John B. Stanchfield. 

Two committees have been formed to 
protect creditors, one representing stock- 
holders and the other to represent the 
bondholders. Robert H. Cox, 140 Broad- 
way, Is secretary of the stockholders’ 
committee and W. S. Hood, 43 Exchange 
Place, is secretary of the bondholders’ 
committee.

NORTHERN LOUISIANA. 


Shreveport, La., April 16, 1917. 

Completions of the week in the North Lou- 
isiana field were few in number and smal! in 
quantity, and all new production was obtained 
from the old Caddo field. The Caddo Oil and 
Rehning Company completed two good pump- 
ers on the Rogers lease, in the Lewis district, 
No. 32 making 25 barrels and No. 38 fifty bar- 
re!ls. Just east of Lewis T. J. Rogers got a 
25-barrel well in Stiles No. 1, and a small 
gas well, estimated at half a million cubic 
feet, was completed by the Southern Oi] and 
Gas Company on the Goodson lease in section 
28-22-15, two miles east of Vivian. 

The Atlas Oil Company completed a 25,000,- 
000-foot gasser in the Hart’s Island district, 
about five miles south of Shreveport, a terri- 
tory in which an enormous gas field has been 
developed during the past year. The well was 
brought in on the Heilperin lease at a depth 
of 2,475 feet. 

Drilling in the vicinity of Monroe, La.,, has 
resulted in the discovery of gas in large quan. 
tities, and lines are being laid from the wells 
drilled by the Ouachita Natural Gas and Oil 
Company tu Monroe, a distance of thirteen 
miles, and franchise has been secured by this 
company to supply the city of Monroe with 
gas. A factory has been built by the Columbia 
Carbon Company at Spyker for the manufac- 
ture of carbon, and machinery has been placed 
and experienced operators are on hand ready 
to begin work, using natural gas from the 
wells in this vicinity.

Locations have 
been made by the Progressive Oil and Gas 
Company, the Popire Gas and Fuel Company 
and Bush & Lrown, and tests are being made 
by the Mer Rouge Oil and Gas Company and 
the Great Southern Oi] Company, 

Particular attention is being paid to the 
shallow sand territory in the Caddo field, where 
heavy oil is produced at less than half the 
cost of drilling to the deep sand, and is at 
present bringing the price of $1 a barrel. The 
New Hoffman il Company is operating ex- 
tensively in this territory and has acquired 
valuable acreage in the Vivian and Lewis dis- 
tricts, where they have already completed two 
good pumpers and have three wells drilling 
and much other work in prospect. 


De Soto and Red River. 


Operations in De Soto and Red River par- 
ishes are contined chiefly to the Grand Bayou 
district, which extends several miles west of 
Gusher Bend. Most of the leases in this terri- 
tory are held vy the Gulf Refining Company 
and the Producers’ Oil Company, whose early 
development in this district resulted-in @ suc- 
cession of big producers, Recent development, 
however, has not been quite so successful and 
last week's efforts to extend the proven terri- 
tory resulted in two dry holes, one by the 
Gulf Refining Compary on the Selber-Abington

CALIFORNIA. 


Lios Angeles, Cal., April 15, 1917. 

The most significant fact in connection witn 
the oil industry of this State at this time is 
a@ comparison of the production and _ ship- 
ments during the first quarterly period of 1917 
with the corresponding period of 1916. ‘Lhe 
production during the first three months of 
this year reached a total of 23,557,216 barrels, 
which is a daily average of 261,747 barrels, 
as compared to the output for the correspond- 
ing period in 1916, of 20,084,414 barrels, this 
being a daily average of 230,598 barrels. 
These figures would indicate a total increase 
of 2,572,802 barrels, or a daily average of 
81,149. 


According to the figures of the statistical 
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bureau of the Independent Oi] Producers’ 
Agency of California from its Los Angeles 
office on the production and shipments of 
peticleum for the first quarter of the year 
1917, there was a total draft on stocks of 
3,084,419 barrels, which is equivalent to a 
daily drawing of 44,271 barrels. Compared to 
the corresponding quarter of the year 1916 
this record shows an increase in the _ re- 
duction of reserves of 2,443,304 barrels, which 
is a daily average of 37,336 barrels. 

Shipments for the first quarter of 1917 to- 
taled 27,541,635 barrels, a daily average of 
306,018, compared to total shipments for tne 


same period of last year of 22,525,529 bar- 
rels, a daily average of 247,533, showing a 
total increase of 5,016,106 barrels, a daily 


average of 68,485, 

Figures show that there has been a heavy 
drawing on stocks. Statistics made pub- 
lic for the month of March show a draft 
on stocks of 1,212,056 barrels, a daily average 
of 39,099. Production in that period amount- 
ed only to 8,150,406 barrels, a daily average 
of 262,916, while the shipments amounted 
to 9,362,462 barrels, a daily average of 
302,015, 
inteyesting feature in the March fig- 
ures igs the activity indicated in field de- 
velopments, Sixty-two wells were completed 
in that month, against a corresponding fig- 
ure of fifty-five wells completed during the 
month of February, an increase ci seven 
wells. Driihng wells totaled 3864 on the 
close of March, as compared to 826 on the 
close of February, an increase of 38 strings. 
New rigs up on the close of March totaled 
102, against 76 on the close of February, a 
gain of 26. The average number of drill- 
ing welis on the month end periods through- 
out the year 1916 was 56, against 14 during 
the previous year 1915.

Field Operations, 


There were sixty-two wells completed in the 
month of March as compared with fifty-five 
completed in February and fifty-seven com- 
pleted in January, making it high month for 
the present year and making the daily output 
about 7,0UU barrels. The total number o 
wells drilling will be noticed to be 364, as com. 
parei with 326 during the preceding month, an 
increase of thirty-eight. It will be noticed 
that the number of wells completed is ten more 
than the average during the year 1916, and is 
almost twice as large as the average records 
for 1915.

A new field and market for petroleum has 
been reported recently and if plans material- 
ize the recently organized California Chem- 
ical Company will use something like 500 bar- 
rels daily in their manufacture of a spray 
for fruit trees. and it is claimed it will kill 
off insect pests and fugus growths as well. 
Between 20 and 26 per cent. goes into tne 
Spray liquid and the balance is used for by- 
products. The new industry is yet in its 
infancy, but if it progresses as it promises 
there will be a new market for petroleum.

The Standard Oil Company's well No, 1 


on the Temple lease is down nearly 1,000 feet 
and Nos. 2 and 3 have been spudded and have 
reached depths of only a few hundred feet, 

The Standard pipeline to Newmark station 
on the Salt Lake Railroad has already moved 
about 10,000 barrels of crude oil from the 
one producing well, Baldwin No. 1, and it 
has been shipped in tank cars to El Segundo 
It js intended this summer to extend this 
Pipeline to the south to a connection with 
the main pipeline between El Segundo and 
the Whittier-Fullerton fields, 

The increased number in shipments from 
the Whittier-Fullerton fields to El Segundo 
has necessitated the change in capacity from 
6-inch pipe to 10-inch. This change is to 
be made from the plant at El Segundo to 
the pumping plant at La Mirada. The com- 
pany has been operating two lines for oil and 
one for gas between the Fullerton-Whittier 
fields and El Segundo. The 6-inch pipe to be 
removed will be used on the line to be con- 
structed between El Segundo and San Pedro 
for the transportation of refined oil. 

The Casmalia district got two more large 
wells drilled by the Doheny Pacific Petroleum, 
They are Nos. 5 and 6 and are good for abouz 
300 barrels each. The other completed wells 
are being partly shut in until the completion 
of storage which will be ready inside of two 
weeks. The cracking plant is finished and is 
now getting its first tryout. 

I. H. Preston has reached a depth of 1,135 
feet in the wildcat well which he is drilling 
near the base of the slope of Mount Washing- 
ton, The reports are that the drill has gone 
through some 300 feet of shale which has 
shown some traces of oil and gas and is now 
in a hard shell formation which has con- 
tinued about twenty feet. 

The two producing wells brought in _ last 
week on the Union's Hale property are hold- 
ing their initial production of 300 barrels. 
Hale No, 8 is drilling at 3,000 feet and No. 
9 is showing gas and oil at 8,555 feet and 
it is reported looks like a good well. No, 11 
looks like a good producer and has passed 
the 3,500-foot mark and will be the next one 
to be finished. 

At the Union Oil Company’s Bastanchury 
No, & the depth of the hole is close to 3,900 
feet and a blue shale formation has been en- 
countered and along with it a showing of gas, 
making the, outlook somewhat more promis- 


ing. 

The Shell Company has cemented its No, 
1 Taylor ranch at 2,655 feet and it is now 
standing. It has been necessary in this in- 
stance to go somewhat deeper than on the 
adjoining State Consolidated, but this was 
rather expected. The company is down 1,985 
feet in its No. 1 Hartman lease, which is lo- 
cated west of No, 1 Taylor. On the Gosnell the 
company has its first well down some 700 feet 
and on the McGonigal land the first well has 
reached a depth of 900 feet.

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Gasoline Standards as Adopted Will 
Be Low—To Go to Refiners. 


Washington, April 20, 1917. 
Recommendatiors for the standardiza- 
tion of gasoline now being prepared by 
the Bureaus of Mines and Standards prob- 
ably will be submitted to refiners for 
criticism before being adopted. They will 
favor a low standard that can be applied 

extensively to all classes of production.

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Increased Use of Artificial Gas for 
Fuel in U. 8S. 


In the 17 years from 1898 to 1915 the 
consumption of artificial gas from by- 
product coke ovens and from coal, oil, 
and water gas plants increased more 
than fivefold. Very significant is the in- 
creasing use of artificial gas for fuel, 
and, since 1908, its decreasing use for il- 
lumination. The by-product coke oven 
saves the gas, the old beehive coke oven 
wastes it on the atmosphere. 











Heavy Export Tax on Mexican Crude 
to Be Levied—New Schedule 
Effective May 1, 


Advices from Tampico are to the effect 
that many millions of dollars will be 
raised in a petroleum tax which will be 
paid almost entirely by Great Britain 
and the United States, since the new 
regulations apply exclusively to exported 
cil. The taxes will take effect May 1. A 
new departure in tax regulations is the 
fact that the proposed revenue will be 
raised on value of the product instead of 
weight, the duty varying. 

Fuel oil will bear a tax of 10 per cent. 
of its value, value being fixed by today’s 
decree at $4.75 American gold per ton for 
oil with a density of .91. On oils of 
lighter density there will be an additional 
charge of 10 cents for each centimeter 
below .91. The value for taxation pur- 
poses of the fuel oil which is used by 
the British navy was fixed at $3.75 Amer- 
ican gold, assuming that, it has a density 
greater than .97. 

Refined products destined for exporta- 
tion will be taxed as follows:—Gasoline, 
% cent per liter; lubricants, % cent per 
litre; asphalt, 75 cents per ton. No tax 
is levied upon crude or refined petroleum 
or petroleum products consumed in the 
republic

English Increasing Glycerine Sup- 
ply by Utilization of Waste. 


The importance of utilizing waste food, 
particularly fat and bones, other organic 
waste (of both animal and _ vegetable 
origin), is the subject of a recent circular 
issued to municipal authorities by the 
British local Government Board. 

Emphasis is laid on the value of bones 
and fat for the production of glycerin 
for munition purposes, The Quartermas- 
ter General's Department has in opera- 
tion a plan for utilizing camp refuse for 
this purpose that is said to show good 
results. 

While the English-made glycerin was 
£58 ($282) per ton, the United States fixed 
their figure at £240 ($1,168) per ton, Dur- 
ing the first month the scheme was put 
into operation a weekly return to the 
army for camp refuse was made of 
£1,800 ($8,700). In January of this year 
the weekly amount increased to £9,500 
($46,232), representing approximately £500,- 
000 ($2,423,250) annually returned to the 
army for waste rations. The production 
of giycerin fiom these waste camp prod- 
ucts enabled the Ministry of Munitions 
to dispense with over 1,000 tons of foreign 
glycerin at a saving in cost, of £180,000 
($875,970). 








WESTERN GLASS MEN 
MEET IN CHICAGO 


Uniform System of Cost Accounting 
Will Be Adopted—‘“C. S. of Busi- 
ness” Pilloried by Lester E. Part- 
ridge, of Chicago. 


Chicago, April 20, 1917. 

The Western Glass JObbers’ Association 
held its April meeting at the Congress 
Hotel in this city on April 12, with a large 
attendance, Clarence W Conde, presiding. 

George E. Frazer, president of the Illi- 
nois Manufacturers’ Cost Association, af- 
filiated with the lLllinois Manufacturers’ 
Association, and former head of the cost 
accounting department of the University 
of lliinois, gave a masterly analysis of 
the cost accounting system and showed 
its benefits, and as a result of his talk 
it was decided that a uniform system of 


cost accounting would be adopted by 
members of the association. The matter 
was referred to the Executive Commit- 
tee for consideration and formulation of 
a plan, 

Lester E. Partridge, of the Sharp- 
Partridge Company, of Chicago, read a 
paper entitled “The C. §S. of Business.” 
The “C, §.,”" he explained, ‘stands for 
Confounded Sapheads, Competitive Ser- 
pents, Contemptuous Sinners and 
Chronic Stupidity, all of which he ap- 
plies to business and some think par- 
ticularly to the glass business. The old 
saying that ‘‘competition is the life of 
trade” seems to some a foolish quotation 
in the light of modern ideals in business 
and slould be replaced by a motto “Con- 
fidence is our trade mark for life.’’ 

“Confidence, like love,’’ said Mr. Part- 
ridge, “is unseen, but powerful—the 
power that holds together forces like na- 
tions and keeps strong the very founda- 
tion of family, social and political life. 
And what is confidence in business but 
just plain common sense? 

“It is wisdom, knowledge and power 
that make real men, the kind of men 
we want to associate with to have to 
counsel and advise with us. We must 
in this day of the world, through a mul- 
titude of counsellors, learn common 
sense in business. I have not the time 
or mind to enumerate more than a few 
thoughts, but if we can get instilled into 
our inmost thoughts the importance of 
this subject I am sure that the result 
will be well attended conferences which 
will help to make ‘ways of pleasant- 
ness’ and ‘paths of peace.’ 

“Common sense in business means the 
right viewpoint, a clear vision, a con- 
sistent and earnest desire for the good of 
our fellows as well gs our own good, 
Jealousy, hatred and spite must be over- 
come and the Golden Rule must become 
a more potent factor in our business 
relations. 

“Common sense in business means real 
men in business, broad minded men who 
do’ not resort to trickery, who play the 
game openly and above board, who are 
always fair with their fellows. 

“Why shouldn’t common sense _ buel- 
ness men be able to more clearly concen- 
trate the viewpoint, put egotism and con- 
eeit into the background and look with 
clearer vision to the glorious future. 

“Tdealism, I hear you say. Perhaps! 
But I am sure we are nearer this ideal 
than we were a few years ago and I want 
to prophesy that in the years to come 
the relationships of business men _ will 
tend more and more this way.” 

Milton S. Biswanger, of Memphis, 
Tenn., spoke on ‘‘Costs and Selling Plans 
for Class Jobbers,’’ and Albert Fox, of 
the American Window Glass Company; 
H. A. Cole, of the Johnston Brokerage 
Company, and Thomas P. Geoghegan 
talked on the manufacturing situation. 
Springer Cunningham, vice-president of 
the Johnston Brokerage Company, dis- 
cussed manufacturing conditions.

Notes from Field. 


The Imperial! Production Corporation, a new 
company capitalized at $250,000, has bought 
nineteea acres of submerged land in Black 
Duck Bay and one acre out of the Leger 
tract at Goose Creek from the Humble Oil 
Company: the price paid for the leases has 
not been’ made public, The company has a 
derrick up in the bay and will begin drilling 
soon. W. C. Munn, well-known Houston mer- 
chant, is president of this company, There 
have been no wells drilled upon these leases, 
but they are located near what is considered 
the best part of the field, near the Dolan lease, 
where the West Virginia Oil Company brought 
in a 10,000-barrel gusher recently. 

At Austin the Secretary of State on Friday 
approved and an amendment to the 
charter of the Texas Company of Houston pfo- 
viding for an increase in the company’s capital 
stock, from $44,100,000 to $55,100,000, or an 
increase of $11,000,000. This increase was de- 
cided upon at a_ stockholders’ meeting on 
November 14, 1916. The number of shares 
was increased from 444,000 to 555,000 at a 
par value of $100 each.

In connection with the campaign to prevent 
a vessible shortage of food and feed in this 
section of the State the Producers’ Oil Com- 
pany will throw open unused lands amounting 
to several thousand acres in the vicinity of 
Houston, according to official advices from the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College. 

R. C. Duff and Lynch Davidson have bought 
control of the Gratt O11 Compary, a Texas 
corporation, with a capital stock of $25,000, 
and owns two leasts aggregating twenty-two 
acrés of land adjoining the Esperson 500-acre 
lease at Humble on the southwest. Develop- 
ment of the deep sand on the Esperson lease 
for s@veral months has extended in a westerly 
direction. The first test of the company Is 
now drilling at 1,000 feet in rock. 

A mandatory injunction was granted the 
Southern Pipe Line Company in the Kightieth 
District Court of Harris county on Wedres- 
day in its suit against E. F. Simms and J. M.

There is no strainer, It is stated by parties 
who have visited the fleld that the well has 
700 pounds pressure, only 80 of which Is being 
used with the gate valve barely cracked, al- 
lowing enough oil to flow to provide the ten 
rigs with oil as fuel instead of gas as hitherto.

MISSISSIPPI. 


Jackson, Miss., Apri] 20, 1917. 

A great deal of interest in petroleum ex- 
ploration work has been aroused by the en- 
trance into this State of the Atlas Oil Com- 
pany of Shreveport, La.. which has begun 
arilling for oil in section 15, township 7 South, 
Range 5 west, at Bluff Creek, in Jackson coun- 
ty. It- is asserted that if the first wells do 
not show oil others will be drilled until the 





territory has been tested out thoroughly. The 
company, it is stated, has leases for 40,000 
or more acres of land within five miles of the 
scene of its present drilling. 

The Oklahoma Oil Wells Company has also 
leased several thousand acres of land in the 
Vicinity of the present tests, and several wells 
will be driven at once. It Is stated that sev- 
eral other oil companies are preparing for 
similar exploration work between Laine, Mis%., 
and Mobile, Ala., since both the geologists in 
the employ of private corporations and those 
of the U. S. Geological Survey have acknowl- 
edged that indications of both oil and gas are 
exceptional. ; 

In fact, five years ago two wells were driven 
at Laine and gas was found in large quanti- 
ties. 


EASTERN REVIEW. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., April 20, 1917. 

A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky, for the 
week shows but a slight change in the num- 
ber of finished wells, production, dry holes 
and gas welis from the previous week's figures, 
It is remarkable the manner in which the 
petroleum industry is keeping up, with such 
enormous plices for material and the scarcity 
of all kinds of material utilized in the drilling 
of wells and the connecting up of wells on the 
leases. In the fields east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains there are close to 5,000 drilling wells 
and rigs up, the greatest number in the his- 
tory of the industry. Nearly one-third of them 
are in the Oklahoma field alone, where the drill 
is being pushed for all it is worth. Shallow 
sand territory over the country is at this time 
attracting the most attention, especially of the 
small operator, owing to the small amount 
of pipe utilized in drilling the wells, and that 
is one reason that there is such a boom in the 
Kentucky regions. 

The universal concerted action of oil opera- 
tors throughout the country is having its ef- 
fect, and the reports of the pipeline companies 
for last month show a considerable increase 
in oil runs for the month, and a substantial 
gain over the preceding month. With the 
summer season at hand it is probable that the 
extensive activity in all fields may result in 
the producing end keeping pace with the de- 
mand. However, one great difficulty is pre- 
senting itself daily in nearly every section, and 
that is the scarcity of casing and other pipe. 
The mills are not able to keep pace with the 
demand for material of this character, and in 
some sections drilling is delayed on this ac- 
count. In former years, when activity was 
revived following a iull in operations, there 
Was an abundance of second-hand material at 
hand, but this condition does not now prevail, 
as most of the old material has been put in 
use during the past year, and wells that would 
be abandoned under ordinary conditions are 
kept working as long as they will produce 
even a smal] quantity of crude. 


General Production Increase. 


The increase in production as gauged by the 
pipeline reports is universal, every section of 
the country showing a gain, with the West 
Virginia and Kentucky fields leading. In this 
connection it may be expected during the sum- 
mer season that the Kentucky fields will show 
the larger increase, as this is practically new 
territory in active development, and there ap- 
pears to be a large scope of territory avail- 
able, while the results in many sections like 
Allen and Estill counties are above the aver- 
age for a new field. 

Owing to the constant increase in the de- 
mand for the products of petroleum, there is 
an evidence of more interest in oil stocks 
than has ever before been witnessed, and the 
fluctuation of the market has been an inter- 
esting study, not entirely as consistent with 
conditions as other industries. In high grade 
fields there is a great deal of new work con- 
templated, and operators were never more anx- 
ious to make a great effort to find new pro- 
duction and new territory. As in other sec-

Tax Collectors of Each County to 


Decide. 
\ conference was held recently at Wichita, 
Kan., by tax collectors of the different counties 


of this State to decide how much or how little 
they were to levy on oil properties.

admixture of alpha-mono acid would in 
truth be no disadvantage, because under 
the. conditions under which the beta- 
monosulfo acid is further sulfurated, 1.5 
sulfo acid does not result from the alpha- 
monosu!lfo acid, but similarly as from the 
beta-mcno acid, 1.6 disulfo acid.

From a manufacturing viewpoint, a 
weaker oleum is to be preferred, for the 


reason that tie temperature in the first 
place can be more easily regulated, espe- 
cially during the addition of the sulfo 
salt to the oleum. Also slight deviations 
in the duration of the reaction or in the 
temperature, such as frequently occur 
in the practical manufacture, either 


through negligence on the part of the 
workmen or because of disturbing influ- 
ences, are not of such great consequence 
with the use of a strong oleum, and 
a shorter period of reaction. 

Since the sulphonating agent is always 
used in excess, unless the time and tem- 
perature regulations are strictly adhered 
to, a further sulphonation to naphtha- 
lene-tetra-sulfo acid can readily occur. 
Failure to observe correct temperature 


as 


regulations gives rise, also, to the for- 
mation of other di- and trisulfo acids, 
as for instance the 2.6 di- and 1.3.7 tri- 


sulfo acids, respectively, which as pre- 
viously stated, give other end-products 
than H-acid 

As an increase in the temperature cor- 
responds to a hastening of the reaction, 


tetrasulfo acids may also be so formed. 
It is essential, therefore, to observe 
closely the prescribed regulations for 


this process. 

This, however, does not mean that con- 
ditions established for a particular quan- 
tity of production and special kind of 
apparatus can be applied to all other 
quantities and other apparatus. On the 
contrary, slight changes will have to be 
made for the individual case. For ex- 
ample, where apparatus is larger, or 
stirring is less efficient, a longer period 
of reaction is often necessary. Too large 
sulfonators, or those having poor heating 


systems or inefficient stirring . devices, 
often cause uneven heating, so that .the 
content of the vessel does not show a 


uniform temperature, with the result that 
by-products are subsequently formed, 

The production of naphthalene 1.3.6-tri- 
sulfo acid, if carried out according to 
patent and literature publications, gives 
not only a mixture of different trisulfo 
acids, but also considerable quantities 
of tetrasulfo acids, which later, on fus- 
ing, produce mono-oxy-trisulfoacids or 
di-oxy-disulfoacids, which together with 
the oxyamidosulfoacids resulting from 
the different trisulfoacids, exert a very 
unfavorable influence upon the later 
manufacture of dyestuffs, as previously 
stated. But, as already stated, by strict 
adherence to the _ specified sulfonation 
conditions, a uniform  1.3.6-trisulfoacid 
can easily be obtained, 

The formation of tetrasulfoacids, which 
may also take places in this method 
with too excessive sulfonation, should 
be avoided as far as possible. It is bet- 
ter to have some 1.6-disulfoacid in the 
sulfonation product than tetrasulfoacid, 
inasmuch as the 1-amido-8-oxy-naphtha- 
lene-3-sulfo acid which finally results as 


an end-product from the 1.6-disulfoacid, 
is more closely related to the H-acid 
than the oxy-sulfoacids which result 
from the tetrasulfoacids. That is to say, 
that the dyestuffs, originated from the 
1.6-disulfoacid, which are later formed 
have approximately the same color as 
those formed from the H-acid, and in 
the process‘of dyeing, through change in 
shade, therefcre, appear less unfavorable 
than the group of dyestuffs that result 
from the oxysulfoacids.

What Dr. Egloff Said. 


Dr. Egloff said among other things:— 

In this world struggle upon which our 
country has launched itself two sub- 
stances stand out in bold relief as funda- 
mental in the successful prosecution of 
this war. These two substances are 
benzene and toluene. Benzene forms pic- 
ric acid, and toluene, trinitrotoluene, two 
of our most powerful explosives. 

Our need for these two fundamental 
substances will soon become acute in this 
struggle and it is quite certain that the 
present number of by-product recovery 
plants — carburated water gas, the 
Pinisech gas machines or the thermal de- 
composition of coal for illuminating gas, 
which in the main give us our present 
supply of benzene, toluene and xylene 
will be inadequate to supply the tremen- 
dously increased need of these two sub- 
stances. rhe carburated water gas and 
Pintsch gas processes. produce aromatic 
hydrocarbons as benzene, toluene and 
xylene by the thermal decomposition of 
petroleum distillates, but they are not 
operated as a rule for the light oil which 
contains the aromatic hydrocarbons, 
benzene, toluene and xylene, but for the 
gas which requires a certain illuminating 
value instead of a heat value; in all but 
about fourteen States. 

It is hoped that a knowledge of aro- 
matic hya@roecarbon formation from pe- 
troleum will help in plant practice: so 
as to wrodvce maximum yields of ben- 
zene, toluene and xylene, which will be 
sorely needed in the coming struggle.

these figures are based upon the 1915 cen- 
sus and it is quite safe to sav that this 
amount has increased about 20 per cent. 
since that time. this being based upon 
an extrapolated value from _ previous 
years. 


Some Conclusions, 
In this report only the benzene, toluene 


and xylene resulting from the thermal 
aud pressure decomposition of petroleum 
oils has been given. This is a_ prolific 
and almost inexhaustible supply for the 
fundamental substances in explosives, 
and will fully yield all that this present 
war may demand. Coal as you all know 
yields tremendous quantities, but there is 
a part of the light oil which is also a 
prolific source for the production o. ben- 
zene, toluene and that is xylene. And, 
it yields readily to benzene and toluene 
formation by «seat and pressure: treat- 
ment, as also with catalypsis at low tem- 
pe: 





Some of Dr. Egloft's conclusions 


were:- 


That all groups of paraffin hydrocar- 


bons have formed benzene, and toulene 
upon thermal treatment with one excep-

zene, toluene, xylene, naphthalene’ or

French Embargo on Exports to 
North and South America 


Again in Force, 

A French ministerial decree of March 
19 withdraws the permission granted by 
several earlier decrees for the exporta- 
tion of a number of articles to allied 
countries and countries of America. The 
articles again under embargo include the

While the general authorization of ex- 
portation without licenses is withdrawn, 
applications may still be made to the 
French authorities for individual permits 
to export the above-named goods.

Saturday Noon, April 21, 1917. 


According to officials in Washington, 
the completion of the list of pharma- 
ceuticals, medical supplies, ete., ur- 
gently needed by the government for 
the conduct of the war is being rushed, 
and announcement of the plan under 
which these materials will be secured 
is expected late this week. While 
nothing definite has been given out in 
regard to the methods which will be 
employed by the government in secur- 
ing the supplies it is known that this 
work will be conducted in such a way 
as to eliminate any possibility of dis- 
rupting market conditions, while at 
the same time preventing speculative 
movements in the commodities af- 
fected. Other market factors during 
the week were the pending taxation 
program and the advance in freights 
and war risk insurance on Mexican 
and South American trade routes, Bus- 
iness was fairly active and numerous 
important price revisions were an- 
nounced by manufacturers. 

A sharp advance in U. S. P. ethyl 
spirits, amounting to 20c. per gallon, 
was the feature in the way of price 
changes. Higher cost of production 
and anticipated activity prior to the 
enactment of the pending revenue 
measures were given as reasons for 


the uplift. Denatured and wood alco- 
hols closed firm, but quotably un- 
changed. 


There was no change in the opium 
situation, stocks being extremely lim- 
ited, and prices were chiefly a matter 
of private terms, few holders being 
willing to name a flat quotation. The 
high position of opium naturally was 
reflected in strong prices for all of the 
derivatives. There was a good inquiry 
for quinine from foreign and domestic 
sources and a firm undertone prevailed 
in all quarters. Cocaine was scarce On 
the spot and it was reported that sec- 
ond-hands were able to obtain higher 
prices. 

Glycerine was advanced by refiners. 
There was a good demand for dyna- 
mite glycerine, foreign interests tak- 
ing hold in a large way. The upward 
tendency of fats, oils and greases had 
a bullish influence upon the market. 
Quicksilver was irregular and closing 
prices were lower than a week ago. 
Nitrate of silver was advanced in sym- 
pathy with the white metal. 

Manufacturers announced a_ sharp 
uplift in the market for ether, follow- 
ing closely upon the advance in alco- 
hol. Formaldehyde was marked up in 
Sympathy with the stronger position 
of basic materials. Chloroform was 


firmer, but quotably unchanged. 
Higher prices were established for 
hypophosphates, cream tartar, phos- 


phorie acid, carbon disulphide, hydro- 
quinone, Rochelle salt and seidlitz mix- 
ture. Owing to the scarcity and high 
cost of seed crushers advanced prices 
for castor oil. Corn syrup and sugar 
were revised upward on account of the 
strength in corn. Hexamethyline, 
saccharin and thymol were higher. 
Balsam Peru closed firm at a substan- 
tial advance for the interval. 

There was a decidedly firmer market 
for Mexican and South American 
products, due chiefly to the advance 
in freights, amounting to approxi- 
mately 25 per cent. This was reflected 
in firmness for vanilla beans, chicle, 
oil of pimento and South American 
petit grain. 

An easier market obtained for Jap- 
anese camphor, menthol, quicksilver, 
Russian ergot, Russian isinglass, ben- 
zoate of soda, arnica flowers, gentian 
root and celery seed. Spices were in- 
active, but the undertone of the mar- 
ket was steady. Paraffine wax was 
firmer. T. N. shellac on the _ spot 
closed firm, stocks having been re- 
duced considerably of late. 

Further activity was reported for 
the coal-tar bases, and while no im- 
portant price changes were noted the 
undertone at the close was firmer.

OPIUM. 

Trading in gum opium was virtually 
at a standstill, owing to the growing 
searcity of supplies. Prices were 


wholly nominal, ranging from $25 to 
$30 per pound, according to quantity 
and seller.

Imports of 
gum opium for the month of Febru- 
ary amounted to 473 pounds, valued av 


$2,474, which compares with 3,345 
pounds, valued at $18,311, for the 
month of February a year ago. Im- 


ports for the eight months ending 
with February amounted to 33,372 
pounds, as against 108,930 pounds for 
the corresponding period a year ago, 
and 364,939 pounds for the same time in 
1915. The stock of opium in bonded 
warehouse on February 28 amounted 
to 10,178 pounds, which compares with 
65,954 pounds on the corresponding date 
a year ago. 
MORPHINE, 

Offerings of morphine were meager 
and prices quoted by manufacturers 
were more or less nominal. The mu- 
riate, sulphate, acetate and alkaloid, 
in 5-ounce cans, bulk basis, closed un- 
changed at $9.80 per ounce. There was 
a good inquiry for morphine for ex- 
port. Second-hands were asking a 
substantial premium over the prices 
named by manufacturers, 


CODEINE. 


The arrival of 3 cases of codeine 
from England was reported last week. 
There were no free sellers of codeine, 
and with no change in the position of 
gum opium, th market closed strong 
and quotations were more or less nom- 
inal on the basis of $11 per ounce for 
the sulphate, in bulk. 


QUININE. 


There was a good inquiry for qui- 
nine from foreign and domestic sources 
and a firm undertone prevailed in all 
quarters, Manufacturers reported 
business in the sulphate on the basis 
of 75c. per ounce in 100-ounce tins. 
Offerings were limited, owing to the 
uncertainty regarding shipments of 
bark. It is the opinion of traders that 
should this government come into the 
market for large quantities of quinine 
arrangements would probably be made 
with Great Britain whereby the need- 
ed supplies of bark would be avail- 
able to American salts makers. In 
the ‘outside”’ market prices ranged 
from 75¢, to 77c. per ounce for the sul- 
phate.

Several of the leading producers 
are virtually sold up over the next six 
months, according to reports. Spot was 
quoted at $1.25 per pound, while on for- 
ward contracts $1 might have been 
done, ot 

BENZIDINE.—Prices were firmer on 
the spot under a better demand and a 
further shrinkage in supplies. In sev- 
eral quarters $2 was asked for the base. 
Benzidine sulphate was quoted nomi- 
nally at $1.50@1.75 per pound, accord- 
ing to quantity and delivery. 

BENZOL.—An active demand was re- 
ported for benzol, and, with deliveries 
on old contracts heavy, the market 
closed on a firm basis. Producers are 
in many instances well sold up.

Re-sublimed was quoted from $1.25 to 
$1.50 per pound, according to quantity 
and seller. 

NAPHTHA,. — Solvent naphtha was 
inactive and prices were bare'y steady, 
but quotably unchanged. Pure white 
naphtha for spot delivery was quoted 
by producers at 20@25c. per gallon, the 
inside price being for round lots. On 
forward contracts prices were wholly 
nominal, producers apparently being 
willing to shade the market in order to 
interest prospective consumers. 

NAPHTHALINE.—A strong under- 
tone featured the local market~for 
naphthaline. With exports large, prin- 
cipally to (france, and as domestic 
needs are growing steadily through 
the expansion of the coal-tar industry, 
prices were firmly maintained in all 
quarters, One of the largest produc- 
ers here has practically disposed: of its 
1917 output of flakes.

Business 
was fairly active and prices at the 
close were steady at $1.20@1.30 per 
pound, according to quality and seller. 

ENOL.—While the market was 
unsettled, prices showed no important 
changes last week. Quotations named 
ranged from 40c. to 45c. per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. Sales 
of moderate sized parcels for spot de- 
livery were noted at 42c, per pound. 

TOLUOL.—The fact that the govern- 
ment has placed orders for large quan- 
tities of T-N-T was reflected in active 
buying of toluol by the powder mak- 
ers. Business in toluol, according to 
a trade authority, has been unusually 
active since the first of the month, 
which materially strengthened the 
market. Sales were noted last week 
on the basis of $1.75 per gallon, in 
tanks, prompt shipment.

ACETPHENETIDIN.—Business was 
inactive and _ prices closed barely 
steady, although no important changes 
were reported. The market settled at 
$24@25 per pound, according to quan- 
tity and seller. 

ALCOHOL.—An advance of 20c. per 
gallon in the market for pure ethyl 
spirits was reported by distillers. De- 
natured alcohol and wood alcohol 
closed firm, but quotably unchanged. 
Higher cost of production, coupled 
with the great uncertainty as to the 
future of this commodity through 
pending legislation, brought out the 
sharp advance, according to trade au- 
thorities. That all descriptions of alco- 
hol will come in for heavy taxation 
under the revenue measures under con- 
sideration is regarded as a certainty.

CASTILE SOAP—Spot offerings of 
Italian pure white castile soap were

For the powdered sellers 
were asking from 26c. to 28c. per 
pound. The contract price for pure 
white soap held at 19%c. per pound. 

CASTOR OIL.—Crushers advanced 
the market 2c. per pound, in sympathy 
with the high cost of importing seed. 
Offerings from crushers for spot deliv- 
ery were limited and quotations on 
strictly spot material were more or 
less nominal. Imports of castor seed 
for the eight months ending with Feb- 
ruary amounted to 332,871. bushels, 
which compares with 413,852 bushels 
for the corresponding period a year 
ago, and 582,586 bushels for the same 
time in 1915.

COCAINE.—Spot offerings of cocaine 
by manufacturers were limited and the 
market for this reason was more or 
less nominal. It was reported that 
second-hands did business as high as 
$8 per ounce for spot cocaine. Manu- 
facturers repeated prices at the re- 
cently advanced basis of $6.25@6.50 per 
ounce for the hydrochloride. 

CODLIVER OIL.—With little news 
from Norway regarding business in 
this season’s oil, the market here was 
featureless, Norwegian codliver oil 
was quoted nominally at $125@130 per 
barrel, with trading quiet. Advices 
from Newfoundland report that sev- 
eral producers have virtually ceased 
making codliver oil, as ruling prices 
are not considered attractive. New- 
foundland oil was quoted on the spot 
at $75 per barrel, but on forward busi- 
ness better could have been done. 

CORN SYRUP.—In view of the ab- 
normally high prices obtaining for 
corn producers have again advanced 
the market for corn syrup.

DRUG REPORTER 


CARBOLIC.—The market. was inac- 
tive during the week and prices were 
irregular, although no important 
changes were noted. It was reported 
that some sellers offered carbolic acid 
in drums for prompt and nearby ship- 
ment at 40@42c. per pound. In most 
instances, however, 42c. appeared to be 
the inside quotation, even on round lots. 

CITRIC.—The arrival of 200 kegs of 
citric acid from France and 100 kegs 
from Italy was reported last week. The 
spot market was moderately active, and, 
with offerings from manufacturers light, 
the undertone was firm. Manufacturers 
quote the market as unchanged at 72@ 
72%c. per pound. Second hands were 
asking as high as 75c. per pound. 

CRESYLIC.—Importations have been 
light, and, with spot stocks pretty we!l 
cleaned up, the market closed firm on 
the 90c. per gallon basis for the 95@97 
per cent. There was a good inquiry for 
cresylic acid. 

PICRIC.—The market was more or 
less nominal at 70@75c. per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. On con- 
tracts these prices might have been 
shaded. 

PHOSPHORIC. — An advance of 3c. 
per pound went into effect last week. 
Manufacturers now quote on the basis 
of 33c. per pound for the 85 per cent., 
1,710 specific gravity, in demijohns, the 
containers charged extra. For the 1,750 
specific gravity the market closed at 
33%c. per pound, bulk basis. 

SALICYLIC.—A firmer tone was in 
evidence, but prices held at 80@85c. per 
pound, according to quantity and seller. 


BALSAMS. 


COPAIBA,—The market for South 
American copaiba was firmer, but lead- 
ing sellers repeated prices at 75@77%%c. 
per pound, with sales noted at the in- 
side figure. Para copaiba held at 50@ 
52c. per pound. 

FIR.—Canada fir was in scanty sup- 
ply and prices were well maintained at 
$5.50@6 per gallon. Oregon fir closed 
firm, but unchanged at $1@1.10 per 
gallon. 

PERU.—The market again was ad- 
vanced sharply, closing at $3.75@3.80 
per pound, a net gain of 25c. for the 
week. There was a good demand for 
balsam Peru, and with stocks moder- 


ate a strong undertone prevailed 
throughout the week. 
BARKS, 
BUCKTHORN. — The market was 


quiet, but prices held at 21@23c. per 
pound, It was reported that on small 
lots sellers obtained 23c. per pound. 

CASCARA,—With offerings from the 
coast moderate and prices holding firm, 
the situation here underwent little if 
any change within the past week. Cas- 
cara park closed at 11%@12%c. per 
pound. Owing to the shipping situa- 
tion export business has been restrict- 
ed of late. 

ORANGB PEEL.—Sweet orange peel 
was firmer, offerings on the spot be- 
ing limited, and in several instances 
higher prices were asked. Sweet Mal- 
aga ribbons closed nominally at 13@ 
l4c. per pound. 

SOAP. — Crushed soap bark was 
quiet and spot quotations were irregu- 
lar, closing at 9%@l10e. per pound. 


BEANS, 


TONKA.—The market was quiet and 
prices were nominally unchanged at 
85@90c. per pound for Angostura tonka 
beans. Surinam crystallized beans were 
firm at 65@70c. 

VANILLA.—The feature in the mar- 
ket for Mexican vanilla beans was the 
announcement of a 25 per cent.. increase 
in freights from Vera Cruz to United 
States ports. The scarcity of tonnage 
and the possibility of German subma- 
rines operating on this side of the At- 
lantic created a feeling of uncertainty 
in the trade. With the Mexican crop 
comparatively small the ideas of sellers 
at primary centers were firm. Accord- 
ing to advices received here last week 
the cost of landing whole beans in New 
York, based on current quotations in 
Mexico, is equal to $5 per pound, while 
on cuts $4 represents the present im- 
port basis. Whole Mexican beans on 
the spot held at $5@6.50 per pound. 
Cuts were irregular, however, under the 
influence of freer offerings of Bourbons. 
It was reported that Mexican cuts sold 
at $3.65 per pound, although $3.75 was 
generally asked. Bourbons were unset- 
tled but unchanged at $2.25@3 per 
pound, according to quality and seller. 
South American beans held at $3.25@ 
3.50 per pound. Tahiti green label 
beans were quiet at $1.45@1.50_ per 
pound. Imports of vanilla for the eight 
months ending with February amount- 
ed to 434,828 pounds, which compares 
with 579,963 pounds for the correspond- 
ing period a year ago and _ 557,884 
pounds for the same time in 1915. 


BERRIES. 


CUBEB.—There was a firmer market 
for cubeb berries, but prices closed the 
week unchanged on the basis of 70c. 
per pound for the ordinary, with T5c. 
asked for the powdered and the XX. 

JUNIPER.—A_ steady market pre- 
vailed for juniper berries. There was 
a steady inquiry from consumers, and 
quotations held at 6%@7c. per pound, 
atcording to quantity and seller. 

SLOE.—Stocks were virtually ex- 
hausted, and prices named were wholly 
nominal around the $1.20 basis. 








ESSENTIAL OILS, 


BERGAMOT.—The movement in ex- 
change rates and the steady position 
of the market abroad developed a 
firmer feeling in the local trade. Im- 
porters claim that under present con- 
ditions the cost of landing bergamot 
oil at New York is close to $6 per 
pound. The spot market, however, 
showed no quotable change, prices 
ranging from $5.50 to $5.75 per pound, 
according to quantity and seller. 

CARAIWAY.—Oil of caraway was 


extremely scarce on the spot and 
prices in all quarters were merely 
nominal. At the close quotations 


ranged from $6 to $6.50 per pound, an 
advance of 50c., compared with a week 
ago. 

CLOVES.—The market was advanced 
sharply, closing 25c. per pound higher. 
Oil of cloves in cans was quoted at 
$1.70 per pound, with the oil in bottles 
held at $1.75 per pound. 

CITRONELULA.—While the under- 
tone of the market was firm, in sym- 
pathy with the situation abroad, prices 
were repeated on the ‘basis of 52c. per 
pound in drums and 53@54c. in cans. 

JUNIPER.—There was a_ steady 
market, ;prices holding around the $16 
basis in most quarters. During the 
week it was reported that business 
went through around $15 per pound 
for the rectified oil. 

LEMON.—Owing to the rise in Ital- 
ian exchange and the steady position 
of first hands the market here closed 
firm and _ slightly higher. Leading 
Sellers advanced their views to $1.15 
per pound, which compares with $1.10 
a week ago. In some quarters $1.20 
was asked. 

LEMONGRASS. — Sales of lemon- 
grass oil were reported at $1.12% per 
pound, an advance of 12%c. for the 
week. The strength in the market was 


due to the higher cost of import. Spot 
stocks are moderate and in firm 
hands. 


(NUTMBEGS.—The market closed ic. 
higher, sellers asking from $1.35 to 
$1.40 per pound. 

ORANGE.—A firmer undertone fea- 
tured the market for sweet Italian 
orange oil, but prices showed little 
change. Italian oil closed at $2.80@3 
per pound, according to seller. West 
Indian oil was firm and slightly high- 
er. Prices at the close ranged from 
$2.35 to $2.50 per pound, with several 
sellers firm at the outside figure. 

ORTGANUM.—The market was ad- 
vanced to 30@40c. per pound, a net gain 
of 10c. over the previous quotation. 

PETIT GRAIN.—South American 
petit grain was marked up to the ex- 
tent of 25c. per pound, due to the high- 
er cost of import. The sharp rise in 
freights was a factor. The market 
closed at $3@3.25 per pound. 

PIMENTO.—Prices were advanced 
to the extent of 25c., making the re- 
vised basis $2.25@2.30 per pound. 

ROSE.—Natural rose oil was strong, 
several sellers demanding $20 per 
pound. 

SANDALWOOD.—Offerings of East 
Indian oil were limited and the mar- 
ket closed strong at $12.50@13 per 
pound. West Indian oil was firm at 
$5.50@6 per pound, 

TERPINEOL.—Business was ina:- 
tive and prices were unsettled. There 
were sellers of terpineol at prices 
ranging from 45c. to 55c. per pound, 
according to quantity. 


FLOWERS. 


ARNICA.—The market was a shade 
easier, closing at $2.75@$3 per pound. 
It was reported that on forward de- 
liveries $2.50 might have been done. 

CALENDULA.—German calendula 
flowers were virtually out of the mar- 
ket and prices were wholly nominal 
around $3.75 per pound, an advance of 
almost 75¢e. for the week. 

INSECT.—Powdered insect flowers 
were advanced to 48@52c. per pound 
under a good inquiry and a further 
shrinkage in spot stocks. 

LAVENDER.—Select lavender flow- 
ers were advanced to 25@80c. per 
pound, a net gain of about 3c. for the 
week, 

SAFFRON.—American saffron was 
firmer, due to the rise in freights, etc., 
but prices held at 60@65c. per pound. 
Valencia saffron closed unchanged at 
$12@12.25 per pound, 


MEDICINAL AND OTHER GUMS, 


ALOES.—Socotrine aloes were firmer, 
closing at 27@28c. per pound, an ad- 
vance of ic. for the week. Curacao 
aloes, in cases, held at 9@l0c. per 
pound. 

ARABIC.—Cleaned amber sorts were 
firm at the close, but prices were 
nominally unchanged at 18@18%c. per 
pound. White sorts were scarce and 
35e. appeared to be the inside price. 

CAMPHOR.—The arrival of several 
parcels of Japanese refined was noted 
during the week. The market on the 
smaller sizes of Japanese camphor was 
unsettled on the spot, several resale 
parcels being around at concessions. 
In one quarter it was stated that 
business went through as low as 8dc. 
per pound. The pressure was due to 
the freer offerings of futures. Amer- 
ican refiners maintained prices at 
8944c. per pound, bulk basis. 

CHICLE.—The price was advanced 
to 65c. per pound, due to the hgher 








cost of import resulting from the 
sharp rise in freights, etc. Imports of 
chicle for the eight months ending 
with February amounted to 4,757,042 
pounds, as against 4,726,709 pounds for 
the corresponding period a year ago 
and 3,645,539 pounds in 1915. 


HERBS AND LEAVES. 


BUCHU.—While quotations held at 
$1.30@1.35 per pound, it was reported 
that some business went through dur- 
ing the week at concessions.

NUTMEGS.—Buying was of a hand- 
to-mouth kind, but quotations on al! 
sizes were well maintained. It was re- 
ported that several lots of 105s to 110s 
changed hands at 25c, per pound. On 
the 75s to 80s prices ranged from 28c. 
to 29c. per pound. Grinding closed at 
24@25c. 

PEPPER.—Importations have been 
light of late, according to reports, and, 
with primary markets firm and freight 
rates tending upward, a steady tone pre- 
vailed throughout the week. Imports of 
pepper for the eight months ending 
with February amounted to 11,719,216 
pounds, which compares with 18,428,013 
pounds for the corresponding period a 
year ago and 13,630,009 pounds for the 
same time in 1915. Black Singapore 
for spot delivery was quoted at 24%4@ 
24%c. per pound, with May delivery of- 
fering around 23%c. per pound. White 
Singapore on the spot held at 24%@25c, 
with the shipment price nominal at 23% 
24c. per pound. 

WAXES. 


BAYBERRY.—Demand for bayberry 
wax was quiet, but prices he'd on a 
steady basis in view of the small stucks 
available. Quotations ranged from 29c 
to 32c. per pound, according to quan- 
tity and seller. 

BEESWAX.—Spot offerings of bees- 
wax were moderate and with a gvood in- 
quiry in evidence from foreign and do- 
mestic sources the undertone of the 
market was firm. Yellow crude was 
quoted at 43@44c. per pound, with the 
yellow refined at 45@47c. per pound. 
White refined was quoted from 5ic. to 
58c. per pound, according to seller. 

CARNAUBA.—The advance in 
freights from South America and the 
prospects of added war risk insurance 
brought out a firmer feeling in the 
local market and prices in some quar- 
ters were slightly higher. No. 3 north 
country was quoted from 36c. to 38«. 
per pound, according to quantity and 
seller. 

JAPAN.—Trading on the spot was 
inactive and with futures available at 
concessions the undertone of the mar- 
ket was barely steady, although no 
important price changes were reported. 
Japan wax for spot delivery held at 
l5c. per pound. On forward business 
importers were asking from 1l4c. to 
144%c. per pound, according to quantity 
and delivery. 

PARAFFINE.—The rise in Pennsyl- 
vania crude oil, bringing the quotation 
to $3.10 per barrel at the wells, brought 
out further strength in the market for 
paraffine wax. Quotations named by 
large refiners were from ec. to %e. 
per pound higher, depending upon the 
melting point, etc. There was a good 
inquiry for the higher grades and as 
prominent factors appear to be well 
sold up, the situation was strong at 
the close of the week. The demand 
was chiefly for the 125 to 135 degrees 
melting point wax, with offerings of 
the latter particularly small. Nominal 
prices follow:—Crude, 103 to 105 de- 
grees, 6@6%c.; 118 to 120 degrees, 6%@

The interval has not occasioned 
many important changes in chemicals. 
Trading has not been unusually ac- 
tive, but the tone with few exceptions 
has remained steady and supplies as 
a rule have continued at a low level 
on spot. Dealers are experiencing the 
same difficulty in bringing goods here 
from out-of-town points and there is 
no appreciable improvement in trans- 
portation conditions. Imported goods 
are very scarce, and in items where 
basic materials come from abroad 
makers have found great trouble in 
supplying their contract requirements. 
This condition is fully reflected in the 


products derived from argols and in 
the potash items. The scarcity of 
suitable containers is having a 


strengthening effect on several chemi- 
cals and this promises to be a dis- 
turbing factor in the future, both to 
producer and consumer. Aside from 
the usual strength in cans, drums and 
corrugated paper boxes, there is a 
scarcity and a higher market for slack 
cooperage and kegs. ‘The increased 
call for many of the basic chemical 
materials has placed makers behind 
on their outstanding contracts and 
with no indication of a let-up in the 
demand, prospects for any permanent 
decline in prices are not encouraging 
This condition applies particularly to 
soda ash, caustic soda, sal soda and 
bicarbonate of soda. No large quan- 
tities of chlorate of soda are obtain- 
able and difficulty is found in filling 
even small lot orders. Cyanide of soda 
is a shade easier under sharper selling 
tactics employed to secure business. 
White arsenic remains in very limited 
supply and business is conducted on a 
restricted basis, with the recent high 
prices well maintained ‘by dealers. The 
98@99 per cent, test white granulated 
sal ammoniac is offered sparingly by 
second hands, and makers are not 
gaining much headway on their old 
orders. ‘High test carbonate of potash 
is almost exhausted ‘because dealers 
depend entirely on foreign sources for 
their supply. High test caustic potash 
is also in light supply, owing to the 
scarcity and high prices of muriate of 
potash. The antimony products are 
holding steady at lately named quota- 
tions. Makers of cream of tartar have 
advanced prices 1%c. per pound. Be- 
low is a detailed market report of the 
principal items of chemical interest.

Our Baltimore correspondent writes:— 

The growing scarcity of pyrites, together 
with the increased requirements in the way 
of sulphuric acid, both for the fertilizer trade 
and the necessities of the munitions manu- 
facturers, has tended to further stiffen the 
quotations, and the inquiries for acid are 
numerous. with the shipments restricted by 
conditions that tend to limit the output of 
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the factories. All of the latter are working 
to the fullest extent possible under the ex- 
isting circumstances, and endeavoring to take 
care of their orders, so that new inquiries 
cannot always receive consideration.’ Ship- 
ments are hampered by the freight embargoes 
on railroads, The price of 66-degree acid is 
still around $30, but 60-degree acid has ad- 
vanced sharply, the latest figures being around 
22. It is stated that this price has_ been 
realized on recent sales. As for W-degree 
acid, it is also considerably higher, with the 
quotations about $12, but very little of this 
grade of acid is being brought out, 

TARTARIC.—Second hands quote 
small resale lots of this acid on spot at 
80@82c. a pound. Makers are behind on 
old contracts because they cannot se- 
cure sufficient quantities of raw mate- 
rial from abroad. Cream of tartar is 
offered sparingly by second hands, and 
the market is in the same condition as 
tartaric acid. Makers have advanced 
prices to regular customers to 46%4e«. 
per pound for powdered and 4c. for 
erystals in barrels, 


LIVERPOOL CHEMICAL MARKET, 
Liverpool, April 4, 1917. 

There is little change to report in the mar- 
ket for heavy chemicals, quotations for most 
lines being more or less nominal, owing to 
scarcity of supplies, 

Ammonia ash in demand, but the difficulty 
is to find sellers, as manufacturers have prac- 
tically next to nothing to spare outside of 
their reguiar commitments, 

Soda crystals are firm at the minimum price 
of £3 15s. per ton net cash for barrels and 7s. 
less for bags, and there is little offering. 

Caustic soda is scarce, while for export 
licenses are mostly refused. 

Bleaching powder is in rather better supply 


at the moment, but foreign business is almost , 


at a standstill, exports to most quarters being 
prohibited 

Sulphate of ammonia is still only obtainable 
for home trade requirements, and until the 
stop on shipments is removed only a nominal 
market exists. 

Nitrate of soda is in as strong a position as 
ever and business confined to government, 
agricultural and chemical requirements, 

Sulphate of copper is somewhat unsettled 
owing to the government having put a stop 
to shipments to France, although this suspen- 
sion is expected only to be very temporary. 

For casks the price is nominally £61 10s, per 
ton, less 5 per cent., and few sellers about, 
being confined to a few dealers who have been 
unable to obtain the necessary permits and 
are therefore open to dispose of their holdings.

There is said to be a good demand for 
fertilizer in the South, and from the 
advices which are now coming to hand 
there will be a marked increase in con- 
sumption of mixed goods this season. 
The propaganda for increasing the pro- 
duction if the country so as to guaran- 
tee a large supply of foodstuffs is also 
favorable for consumption of fertiliz- 
ers, and the movement is likely to ex- 
tend for a longer period than usual. 
The materials market is in a strong 
position, as high prices are asked and 
obtained for offerings. There is no 
change in the situation with regard to 
sulphate of ammonia, as stocks are 
very low and prices nominal. Nitrate 
of soda is not especially strong and 
prices are given as only steady, with 
some reports predicting a decline. The 
animal ammoniates are commanding 
high prices. Fish scrap is not yet a 
factor, but some interest is reported in 
the coming season, as the number of 
boats to engage in the industry is said 
to have been cut down owing to the 
commandeering of several of the largest 
vessels for government purposes. Blood 
and tankage have been scarce for some 
time and the market is not in a posi- 
tion to overcome the handicap imposed 
by the limited stocks. Prices are stead- 
ily advancing. Potash salts are quiet, 
with very little call for the higher 
grades, and muriate is largely nominal. 
For reports of the Baltimore, Chicago 
and Atlanta fertilizer markets, refer to 
index on page 7. Detailed reports on 
the separate articles of the local mar- 
kets follow:— 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Offerings of both dried blood and tank- 
age are limited and reports from lead- 
ing producing centers say that prices 
are largely nominal, but are of an ad- 
vancing tendency. Demand from the 
South for dried blood is reported to be 
good, and with tankage in demand 
from consumers outside the fertilizer 
trade the position of these animal am- 
moniates is very strong. Chicago 
quotes dried blood at $4.70%@4.75 per 
unit of ammonia. High grade tank- 
age is held at $4.50 and 10 per unit. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—It is announced 
that the government has awarded a 
contract for delivering nitrate of soda 
on a basis of $3.29 per 100 pounds f. o. 
b. Chile. Another report heard in the 
market this week was that important 
factors in the nitrate business of this 
country had secured lands in Chile and 
would produce nitrate for shipment to 
this country. There has been no ma- 
terial change in the market during the 
period, though reports are heard to 
the effect that freight rates will be es- 
tablished on a stable basis and some 
members of the trade are inclined to 
regard prospects as favorable for a 
drop in freight rates. The price for 
nitrate in the spot market is given at 
$3.75 per 100 pounds. 

It is expected that consumption of 
nitrate in the explosives trade will be 
unusually large this year. Reports 
from United Kingdom market® say 
that nitrate is too high to interest the 
agricultural trade, and that demand 
is confined to makers of explosives. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—A quiet 
week is reported for this material. It 
is impossible for trading to reach any 
active proportions in the present mar- 
ket as stocks are sold ahead and im- 
ports are not coming forward. There is 
a good movement of this material 
against old orders, and this accounts for 
the output so that producers are not of- 
fering on new business at least for any 
nearby position. The quotation for 
sulphate does not mean much as buyers 
are not able to secure stocks at any 
price. The quotation is given at $5.50 
per 100 pounds. Sulphate is fixed at 
£15 10s per ton f. o. b. works in the 
United Kingdom, but export trade is 
prohibited and no shipments are being 
made. A report from London says it 
is impossible to say what the position 
will be when the home season for its 
use comes to an end, but if there is 
then a prospect of the war lasting over 
another year, it may be thought ad- 
visable to continue the limitation of 
export in order to accumulate sulphate 
for the following season. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—This material 
is affected by the advancing tendency 
of sulphuric acid. Reports from large 
fertilizer center's in the south say that 
prices for acid have been marked up, 
especially those grades which are used 
in the fertilizer trade. There has been 
a market falling off in imports of 
pyrites, and there is not enough of the 
domestic material to make up for the 
loss in imports. Hence producers of 
sulphuric acid have been forced to use 
more brimstone and prices for acid 
have been strengthened accordingly. 


This is reflected in the market for acid 
phosphate as sellers have adopted a 
higher price schedule and are quoting 
16 per cent at $13 and 12 per cent 
at $12. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Domestic con- 
sumers are taking rock regularly, but 
trading is not featured in any way as 
deliveries are made on old orders and 
new business is quiet. Export demand 
is very slow and stocks of rock are 
said to be increasing at some mines. 
The tone of prices, however, is strong, 
and stocks are in strong hands. The 
quotations for rock are as follows: 
Florida land pebble, $2@2.35 f. o. b. 
Port Tampa; South Carolina kiln dried, 
$3.50@3.75 f. o. b. Ashley River; Florida 
high-grade rock, 77 per cent., $5.25@6, 
f. o. b. Florida ports; Tennessee rock, 
70 to 80 per cent., $6@6.50, f. 0. b. Mount 
Pleasant; 15 per cent granulated, $4@5, 
and 68 to 72 per cent., $4.25@4.50. 


POTASH SALTS. 


There has been an easier tone to the 
market for muriate of potash. This 
is due to the lack of buying orders 
and also to reports that offerings of 
domestic potash were increasing. The 
asking prices for muriate have been 
placed at $380@400 per ton. Some 
Japanese muriate was imported a 
week ago through Pacific Coast 
points. The fertilizer trade is not in- 
terested in potash which sells above 
$6 per unit of potash. Demand for 
kainit and manure salts is quiet and 
prices are largely nominal. 





CHICAGO. 


Chicago, Apvil 18, 1937. 

The most remarkable fertilizer season that 
ever has been experienced is now drawing to a 
close and would likely stand out as the season 
of maximum trices for all time, but some peo- 
ple believe that the historians will add another 
chapter next season fully as remarkable as 
the chapter on this season. ‘The situation, 
therefure, is permeated with doubts on every 
band. Were it only necessary to consider the 
laws “f supply and demand the actval realiza- 
tion by the sellers of this secmingly exorbi- 
tant price would not only be possible, but 
seemingly easy, hut here enters the element, 
firstly, a possible substitution of inorganic 
ammoniates, and, secondly, governmental con- 
tro! of prices of both the raw material and 
the finished goods. With these two items out 
of the way the fertilizer consumer would be 
brought face to face with a hard proposition. 

Fancy prices have n the rule the past 
week governing sales, and it has been almost 
impossible to get a line on what might be 
termed current market prices Quotations di- 
rect from producers have not been in evidence 
and resale prices do not constitute a market, 
but sales of blood were made at $4.70 per 
unit, basis f. 0. b. Chicago, and tankage at $4.50 
per unit, basis f. 0. b. Chicago, and it would 
seem that $5 per unit of ammonia is In plain 
sight. Crushed tankage contracts recently 
made, covering six months period, have been 
written at $4 to $4.60 per unit of ammonia 
and 10c. bone phosphate of lime, according to 
the desirability of the goods. Goods that will 
convert nicely inte protein tankage are being 
sought after and conversion tables indicate 
thai $6 per unit of ammonia could be paid 
for this class of material for ccnversion into 
stock food and would still allow the converters 
a satisfactory margin of profit. 

LOW-GRAND GROUND TANKAGE.--Is ob- 
tainable at respectable prices, compared with 
the higher grade, but there is no demand for 
it to speak of from either planters or mixers. 
The Jatter are not interested for the reason 
that they have nothing to mix in with it to 
bring up the base. Sulphate of ammonia is 
rractically unobtainable and other mixing ma- 
terial canrot be used in the necessary prop- 
osition. 

STEAMED BONE.—The market is un- 
changed, with but one sale of any importance 
having been noted. Qne and 65 vunground 
steamed bone is in supply at $23 per ton bulk 
basis, f.

Another incentive which brought out 
an early inquiry was undoubtedly the pros- 
pect of an increase in the requirements of 
the country in the way of mixtures, but 
even more the likelihood of a decided short- 
age in the supply of raw materials, for it 
must not be forgotten that while various 
substances have been eliminated for the time 
being to a very large extent from consider- 
ation, there have been no such additions in 
others as: would have compensated for the 
deficiency. For another thing, the imports 
of pyrites have been almost cut off, so that 
the fertilizer trade faces the possibility of a 
shortage im sulphuric acid, a material very 
essential in the manufacture of mixtures. 
In view of these conditions, it is not at all 
surprising that the range of prices should 
continue high. and that in some items a fur- 
ther advance should be noted. 
TANKAGE.—wWhile the quotations of the 
large Western producers of tankage remain 


at $4.75 and 10 for 11 and 15 high grade 
ground stocks, ¢c. a. f. basis Baltimore, this 
figure is stated to be largely nominal, with 


no business or very ilttle being done on this 
basis. The buyers here, it is said, are tak- 
ing up stocks from the smaller producers 
nearby and at quotations that are materially 


lower than those received from the West. 
This, of course, is quite possible as long as 
only supplementary orders are to be taken 
care of, and with the shipping season draw- 
ing towards its final stage. With the de- 
mand for tankage in full swing, however. 
and with a full season’s needs to be looke1l 
out for, the small producers could not be- 
zin to meet the needs of the maufacturers

GROUND BLOOD.—What has been said 
about the lagging demand for tankage also 
applied to a large extent to the other ani- 
mal ammoniate, ground blood, which like- 
wise is held at its old figure of $4.80 c. a. f 


basis Baltimore, this being largely nominal, 
too. The demand for blood, however, comes 
largely from the South, even during periods 


of urgent requirements, so that the state of 
the business here is of no real s‘gnificance 
The large Western producers evidently fe: 


that they will be able to find takers for their 


stocks, and they are not holding out im- 
portant price concessions, so that if the 
requirements of the buyers should exceed 
the offerings from the small producers tn 
this section, the Western stocks would havw 
to be drawn upon to meet the deficiency, 
and this could not be done, apparently, ex- 


cept on the basis of the figures held out by 


the Western sellers, 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The sulphuric acid 
situation is plainly reflected in the market 
for acid phosphate. With the stocks of 


pyrites from abroad getting small, and with 
the manufacturers of acid obliged to switcn 
over to brimstone acid, with its changes in 
equipment which this entails, the quotations 
on ac'd phosphate have worked up and are 
now at $13 for 16 per cent. acid phosphate, 
and $12 for 14° per cent. stocks. At that the 
offerings are not so liberal as to suggest that 
the producers have surplus supplies, the acid 
requirements in directiors other than the fer- 


tilizer trade being such as to restrict the 
quantity available for the fertilizer manu- 
facturers to rather narrow’ proportions. 


Even at the prices quoted it is a grave ques- 
tion if any considerable quantity could be 
purchased in the open market, and the out- 
uncertain that on tu- 


look is so quotatons 
tures are difficult to obtain, It seems now 
as if the fertilizer trade will face a serious 


shortage in acid, which naturally encourages 
efforts to have orders booked. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—There appears to be 
no decided change in the market for nitrate 





of soda, the figures that have prevailed in 
recent weeks being still quoted in response 
to requests for prices. The price for spot 
and ex-vessel about due is around $3.70, witn 
May at $3.67%, June at $3.55, and July tu 
December at $3.50. This would seem to In- 
dicate a comparatively easy feeling in the 


face of the heavy requirements of the United 
States Government for the manufacture ot 
explosives, and suggests confidence in the 
ability of the Federal authorities to fnd 
means of insuring adequate imports, so that 
a real shortage is not to be apprehended. 
SULPHATB OF AMMONIA.—The market 
for sulphate of ammonia is very quiet, with 
stocks exceedingly small and the require- 
ments naturally held down to the lowest 
proportions compatible with the needs of the 
trade, No stocks are coming in from abroaa, 
and the domestic production has not so fat 
attained a volume that would force a lower- 
ing in the range of prices, which conse- 
quently remain at $5.50 for spot, with no 
futures offered. 

POTASH.—No new developments are to be 
reported in the potash trade, such supplies 


of potash as reach the market being in a 
shape that makes quotations on the old basis 
valueless, and no marked departure in the 
trade is to be looked for unti] the way Is 
once more open to imports. What will hap- 
pen then is wholly a matter of conjecture, 
many of the members of the fertilizer trade 
taking the view that the users of fertilizer 
mixtures have been weaned away from pot- 


ash, and that if its use on an extensive 
scale is to be revived an energetic new cam. 
paign will be necessary. 

BONE.—The market for bone is not char- 
racterized by any special developments. On 
the one hand, the demand does not appear 
to be urgent, and on the other, the holders 
of stocks appear to feel secure in their 
position and decline to force the buying by 


concessions. They adhere firmly to the quo- 


tations that have prevailed, which are 
around $33 for 4% and 50 ground raw bone, 
and $28 for 3 and 50 ground steamed bone,

Olive Cultivation in Bulgaria Will 
Be Extended. 


In the extreme southern part of Bul- 
garia, along the coast of the Aegea 
Sea, there are great stretches of olive 
gardens which, under proper cultivation, 
would yield as fine fruit as is grown in 
Syria, writes Consul General D. I. Mur- 
phy at Sofia. In this particular district, 
which is that section ceded by Turkey 
to Bulgaria after the Balkan war, al- 
most the same conditions of climate and 
soil exist as in Syria, the original home 
of the olive. The winters are short and 
mild, dry weather prevails the greater 


part of the year, and the soil 
all the desirable qualities. 

In the neighborhood of Dedeagatch and 
Makri, thence westward to Maroni and 
Hadjilar, the olive is the chief source 
of the peasants’ revenue. The finest 
trees are to be found between Makri and 
Maroni, where there are about 9,400 acres 
of olive groves, mainly owned by the 
Bulgarian Government, but leased to 
private individuals. The trees number 
about 4,050,000, not including 150,000 grow- 
ing wild in almost inaccessible places. 
All this area was formerly Turkish terri- 
tory and yielded abundantly. After the 
‘leasing of the greater part cf it to private 
growers little care was bestowed upon the 


possesses 


splendid trees, which naturally deterior- 
ated. The few groves that remained in 
possession of the original owners have 
well repaid the care and attention lav- 
ished upon them. 

Although Bulgarian olives are small, 
they have an excellent flavor and ought 


to yield an oil of superior quality If mod- 
ern preS8ses and modern methods are em- 
ployed. The Bulgarian authorities are 
xiving attention to the improvement of 
the olive groves. It is proposed to have 
special courses of instruction in the agri- 
cultural schools, to teach the best meth- 
ods of olive cultivation, and to make the 
production of olive oil a source of rev- 
enue to Bulgaria. In all probability the 
leases that expire this year will not be 
renewed, for it is proposed to put the 


olive groves under intelligent control and 
extend the area of cultivation.

Secutities | 








Prices have followed an irregular 
course in the securities market during 
the past week. Transactions have 
shown a lot of professionalism, and the 
movements for the most part have 
been uninteresting. Little incentive 
was found for operating on either side 
of the account. Some of the selling 
noted late in the week was inspired 
by fear of labor trouble in the anthra- 
cite fields, where miners have asked 
for an increase in salary. Public sen- 
timent and the government may have 
something to say on any further en- 
hancement of coal prices to consumers 
regardless of the assertions made that 
the high prices have not been recorded 
so far. It would appear reasonable to 
believe, however, that economy on ths 
part of the people, the elimination of 
extravagance, the campaign for in- 
creased production of farm products 
and other forces which may be 
brought into play might soon come to 
the assistance of the ultimate consum- 
er with an indirect favorable influence 
upon the investment markets. Just 
now the investment markets are dull 
and uninteresting because of the fact 
that government requirements neces- 
sarily have been pushed to the front, 
but there is no good argument that 
this situation will prevail indefinitely. 
With the government financing out of 
the way, and with government expen- 
ditures going into our own channels of 
trade, a change should come, although 
the idea that this money will be made 
available for wild speculation is not in 
the minds of the bankers, who are un- 
willing to figure out any such develop- 


ment. Money rates are firmer, and the 
tone of the market at the close was 
stronger. 


Despite Germany’s submarine piracy 
imports at this port in March from 
all parts of the world except Oceania 
showed substantial increases over Feb- 
ruary as well as over March a year 
ago. Imports from Europe alone last 
month were $12,095,656 ahead of the 
previous month and only $126,684 below 
those of ‘March, 1916. Total imports 
increased $31,707,872 over a year ago.

A good inquiry was reported this 
week for many aniline colors. Con- 
Summers are reported to be well cov- 
ered ahead and some of the common 
colors, such as sulphur black, sulphur 
brown, etc. On other selections, how- 
ever, trading has been confined to the 
spot market and prices have been ad- 
vancing as supplies prove smaller. 
According to some reports there is a 
scarcity of safranine and prices are 
nominal. Patent blue also is included 
among the colors which are in limited 
supply and high prices are said to 
have been obtained for full type 
strength. The market for dye and 
materials has been subjected to differ- 
ent influences. In the case of bichro- 
mate of soda, quotations have been 
lower, owing to the fact that offer- 
ings have increased in volume and 
selling pressure has been more pro- 
nounced, Starch and dextrines are in 
a very strong position, as producing 
costs are steadily advancing. Im- 
ported materials are effected by high 
ocean freights, insurance, etc., and in 
practically every case quotations are 
given as very firm. Prussiate of pot- 
ash is steady, by the fact that sup- 
plies are not large. Prussiate of soda 
shows no quotable change, but spot 
trading is not active, as many con- 
sumers are receiving deliveries against 
contracts. There is a fair demand for 
the wood and vegetable extracts. Log- 
wood is firmer, owing to higher trans- 
portation rates, and this has the effect 
of steadying the market for logwood 
extract and hematine crystals. Blood 
albumen is scarce, with foreign grades 
practically out of the market and most 
Sellers quoting a nominal price. Egg 
albumen is also in limited supply on 
spot, but is offered on more favorable 
terms for shipment. Sumac has not 
been coming in from Sicily in any 
quantity and most sellers are quoting 
only ,on shipments, with very little to 
be had on spot. Detailed reports on 
the separate items of the local mar- 
ket follow:— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—This mate- 
rial was unsettled in price during the 
week. Some sellers were Offering con- 
ecessions at times in order to bring 
buyers into the market and according 
to some reports offers were made of 
round lots a little under 9c. per pound. 
The latter price was openly quoted .n 
different quarters and at the close of 
the week 9c. to 9%c. per pound was 
quoted, according to seller and quan- 
tity. 

ALBUMEN. — Imported grades of 
blood albumen are in such limited sup- 
ply that most sellers are not quoting 
on spot, and it is doubtful if any round 
lots are available. The quotation of 
50@52c. per pound is heard and limited 
amounts could be picked up at that 
level. Chinese hen egg albumen is 
quoted at 79@80c. per pound on ship- 
ments with 84@85c. asked for spot 
goods, 

ANILINE OIL AND. SALTS.—Re- 
sale lots of aniline oil were on the 
market during the period under the 
price quoted by producers. The latter 
hold 30c. per pound as an inside price. 
Sales are said to have been made for 
second hands at 28%@29c. per pound. 
There is a good movement of aniline 
oil against old contracts and many 
producers are said to have no surplus 
for spot transactions. Aniline salt is 
holding at 34@35c. per pound. 

BICHROMATES. — Prices for bi- 
chromate of soda have been influenced 
by the weight of offerings. Some sell- 
ers have been anxious to dispose of 
surplus holdings and have cut pri-'s 
in order to do so. This has given an 
easy tone to the market and also un- 
settled prices. Both second hands and 
producers have offered at reduced 
prices, and sales for spot and prompt 
delivery are reported as low as l5c. per 
pound. Some producers are quoting 
15%ec. per pound as an inside price 
with up to 16%c. per pound asked for 
smaller lots. A heavy export inquiry 
is noted and sales during the week for 
shipment abroad have run to larze 
figures. These sales tend to reduce 
stocks and have given rise to a report 
that prices will become firmer as soon 
as selling pressure is reduced. _Bi- 
chromate of potash is offered at 35%e. 
per pound to buyers of large lots and 
at 36@36%c. per pound for smaller 


quantities. 

DIVI DIVI.—There is not much de- 
mand for this material in the spot 
market, as inquiries are confined 
largely to shipments and arrivals from 
primary points are passed along im- 
mediately against contracts. The mar- 
ket is firm, owing to the fact that no 
surplus stocks are held here and also 


because of the high rates which are 
paid for bringing in this material. 
Shipments are quoted at $62@64 per 
ton, 

GAMBIER.—Imports for gambier 
have been light recently and sellers 
have not been able to accumulate any 
stocks. Official figures give imports 
during February as 942,645 pounds, 
valued at $69,737, as compared with 
1,470,422 pounds, valued at $130,178, in 
February last year. Imports for the 
eight months ending February com- 
pare as follows:—

Pricss for common gambier are quot- 
ed at 15c, per pound, although it is 
possible that this figure might be 
shaded on a firm bid. Cube gambier 
is nominal on spot, but No. 1 is of- 
fered at 23c, per pound on shipment. 

LOGWOOD.—Imports of logwood in 
February were 3,272 tons, valued at 
$67,771, as against 5,224 tons, valued 
at $85,960, in February last year, Im- 
ports for the eight months ending Feb- 
ruary were as follows:—

The market for all grades of logwood 
is holding steady and, in fact, a firmer 
tone was noted this week as importers 
stated that it cost more to bring this 
material from primary markets. The 
quotation is given at $30@40 per ton, 
according to grade, Logwood extract is 
moving freely against contracts, with 
spot trading moderate. The quotation 
for 61-degree extract is 11@1l5c. per 
pound. Solid extract is 24@26c. per 
pound. 


PRUSSIATES. — Red prussiate of 
potash is quiet, but only a few sellers 
are Offering, and stocks on hand are 
small enough to keep quotations on a 
firm basis. There has been a differ- 
ence in price, according to seller, but 
$2.75 per pound is generally given as 
the trading basis. Yellow prussiate of 
potash has been firm, due to decreased 
supplies, and sales were reported at 
95c. per pound. This figure can be bet- 
tered in some quarters, and the quota- 
tion is given at 94@95c. Yellow prus- 
siate of soda is offered on spot at 30@ 
32c. per pound, 

STARCH.—AII grades of corn starch 
have been in a firm position, and the 
tendency of prices is upwards. Pro- 
ducers say it is costing more to turn 
out this material and that values 
must go higher as long as raw mate- 
rials continue to advance. Higher quo- 
tations were named for starch in the 
latter part of the week, and quotations 
now are on a basis of:—Pearl starch, 
in bags, $4.65, in barrels, $4,74; Buffalo 
pearl starch, in bags, $4.57, in barrels, 
$4.65; powdered starch, in bags, $4.85, 
in barrels, $4.97; finishing starch, in 
bags, $5.05; crystal T. B. starch, No. 90 
fluidity (hand packed), in bags, $5.35, 
in barrels, $5.38; crystal T. 'B. starch, 
No. 90 fluidity, machine packed, in 
bags, $5.30, in barrels, $5.39. These 
prices are per 100 pounds for car lots, 
f. o. b. New York.

Platinum Production in the United 
States in 1916. 


Preliminary estimates based on practi- 
cally complete returns made to the 
United States Geological Survey by do- 
mestic refiners of platinum indicate that 
in 1916 approximately 488 ounces of do- 
mestic crude platinum (about 74 per cent. 
metal) were refined, producing 172 ounces 
platinum, 84 ounces of iridium, and 113 
ounces of iridosmine, and that 10,118 
ounces of South American crude plati- 
num, about 88 per cent. pure, were re- 
fined, 

The platinum metals produced by re- 
fining crude placer platinum, of both for- 
eign and domestic origin, amounted to 
8,943 ounces platinum, 235 ounces iridium, 
199 ounces iridosmine, and 18 ounces pal- 
ladium. 

Refiners of copper matte and gold bul- 
lion report a production from foreign 
and domestic material of 2,556 ounces 
platinum, 100 ounces iridium, and 2,746 
ounces palladium. 

The total production of new platinum 
metals in 1916 was about 11,500 ounces 
of platinum, 335 ounces iridium, 200 
ounces liridosmine, and 2,765 ounces pal- 
ladium. 

The scrap platinum metals sold in the 
United States in 1916 amounted to ap- 
proximately 49,400 wunces of platinum, 
380 ounces iridium, and 2,000 ounces pal- 
ladium.,
